Territory or Onecon, Executive Office,’ ` t 
boos Salem, February Gth, 1855. 5 
Hon. Exisua Wurrtiesry, First Comptroller of the Treasury : . 

Sır :—The Legislative Assembly of the Territory adjourned on 
the Ist inst., after a session of sixty days, which was held in the 
Capitol building—two halls of which were so far finished as to admit 
of their being used for that purpose, The report of the Commis- 
sioners, which I transmitted to you in the enclosure containing my 
letter of the 3d inst., will apprise you of the state of the work upon 
said building, and the estimated expense to finish it.. The Assembly 
however have passed an act to re-locate the seat of government, es- 
tablishing it at Corvallis, a flourishing town some thirty-five miles 
above and south of this place. aan . 

A copy of this act, I enclose herewith ; also, copies of an act for 
the relief of John Force, H. M. Waller and R. C. Geer, former 
Commissioners for the erection of the Public Buildings; and resolu- 
tions in reference to the payment of contractors upon the Capitol 
buildings. Some of the contractors have expressed 4 willingness to 
go forward with their contracts and complete them. - i ae 

I have deemed it my duty to forward the enclosed documenta for, 
your consideration, with the request that you will be pleased to für- 
nigh such instructions as will best indicate my line of duty under the 
Circumstances, and tend to promote its efficient discharge. 

While I am always disposed to recognize and respect the popular 
will, the responsibility resting upon me in the disbursement of ‘the 
public moneys for the Territory, would seem to require that I should’ 
advise with the Department, and acquaint myself as to their judg- 
ment upon the questions involved in the legislative action to which I 
have solicited your attention.

The undersigned comtnissioners for erecting a penitentiary at the 
city of Portland, beg leave to report the progress of the work in their 
charge, during the past year, and its present condition and prospects, 
as to =e auch aid at your hands as may seem necessary to complete @ 

l Work. Ka ' 
It will be seen by our report, at the close of last year, that 
Six cells were in process of completion, and that when completed, the 
then existing fund would not only be exhausted, but a debt incurred 
to the contractors, of about one thousand dollars. These cells were 5 
not completed as anticipated, and the whole work was suspended until 
the following spring, when it became necessary to cancel existing 
_ contracts for masonry and to re-let the work, which was done accord- 
ing to law, at the earliest day after being advised of a further appro- - 
priation by congress, to carry it on. Wm. M. King, Esq., becoming 
the contractor, was required, by order of this board, to have the 
whole outer wall completed by the first day of September, and 
a block of twenty-six cells einde ed by the first day of October fol- 
lowing. Corresponding orders were issued to the contractors, for iron 
and wood work, and there seemed good cause to believe that the whole 
exterior building and a sufficient number of cells for present conve- 
nience, would be completed previous to the close of the current year. 
very possible exertion was made and a large amount of material 
> paa when the work again had to be suspended for want of funds; 
or although the appropriation was made before the close of the wiil- 
ter, for some unaccountable cause, nothing was received by thie board 
until near the close of September following—too late to aceomplish-a 
work of such magnitude therefore, it was deemed best to take such 
steps as were necessary to protect the work done and the material on.

There is now six cells completed and in use, and ten more in pro-

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winter. About two-thirds of the foundation of the outer wall is laid 
and all the foundation necessary to erect forty-two cells, if carried 
three stories high, as proposed in the original plans and specifications. 
The windows, doors, iron work, roofing material, &c., &., 
are mostly prepared and on the ground to complete the whol outer 
building and erect twenty-six cells, (including those finished and in pro- 
gress,) 80 that all that remains is to procure the briek and stone and 
ay them:up, and the work proposed to be done under ‘the present 
appropriation will be completed. 
The a plan contemplated a stone outer wall, two féet in thick- 
ness, which, on estimating, was found to cost so much that it would 
be impossible to make any useful progress with the amount thus far 
appropriated, (if indeed the necessary means could ever be procured 
to complete it,) while, by using brick, it would be sufficient to com- 
plete the whole thing, for all useful purposes, for several years, leav- 
ing the remaining space to be filled with cells, as circumstances may 
require, besides deeming a brick wall an amply sufficient protection, 
we adopted it and hope it will meet your approbation. ~ * 
We also wish to call the attention of your honorable body to the 
fact that the plan under which we are working, was adopted under thie 
law memes the erection of one hundred and fifty cells; and proposed 
two Wings of equal number. The contracts for the left wing were 
let and in progress, when the whole number required was reduced to 
fifty, by law, too late to conform the plans to without much greater cost 
than tocarry it ont with the greater number. Thus we only have au- 
thority for fifty cells while the plan contemplates seventy-cight in three 
stories, of twenty-six each. Now, as the number cannot be reduced 
without entirely destroying the proportion of the building, and as the 
additional cells may be put in at any future time when required, we 
earnestly hope that the plan may be adopted complete as it is, thereby 
securing a public structure of which our citizens may well be proud 
for many years to come. í * : ‘ 
We would also recommend some stitable provision for the protet- 
tion of the penitentiary ground, which is becoming badly wasked by 
the rains, and for a keeper’s house, which too objects prosecuted to- 
- gether, will cost much less than seperately, oring lo the nature of the 
t 
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rond requiring a support that may conveniently form a portion of 
use. 


The accompanying report of the Secretary shows à balance de 
haad, usexpended, of twenty-four thousand eight hundred and three 
sixty-eight one hundreths dollars, (8245803 68,) which we think will 
be sufficient to complete the outer structure and thirty. cella, so 
that another ä of forty thousand dollars ‘would not only 
complete the whole plan of building, but woald provide a keeper's 
home and ample protection and improvement of the ground. 

‘The undersigned also beg leave to call the attention of your honor- 
able body to the laws heretofore pasaéd for their government and con- 
trol in the safe keeping of the convicts in their charge, and to ask such 
alterations and additions as will meet the requirements of the case.

Your commissioners now have no authority of law for employing the 
convicts for. the benefit of the Territory, and: yet they have been 
obliged to do so for their own support for want of funds in the treas- 
ury. Neither. is any provision made for rewards for the apprehension 
of, convicts who escape, in two instances of which we have taken the 
responsibility to offer rewards, which were the dixect means of their 
being recovered again into custody. Two escaped in August, 1854, 


for which one hundred and fifty dollars was offered, and one in Novem- ` 


ber, of the same year, for which fifty dollars was offered, both 
of which sums still remain unpaid, while the. keeper has been sued for 
the former, which suit is now pending. 

In fact the whole system, (if it can be called such,) is so incomplete 
as to render the task of supervision very difficult and onerous, calling, 
in the estimation of your commissioners, for thorough revision. 
Many suggestions might be made, but.as it seems improper to embody 
them in this report, we will confine ourselves to one or two. The law 
now provides for boarding convicts at five dollars each per week, which 
is a loss to the Territory of least one-half that sum- No doubt 
it was intended as an addition to the salary of the keeper, which was 
fixed at one thousand dollars per year. a sum insufficient of itself to 
procure the seryices of a competent man. We earnestly recommend 
furnishing provisions and’ convicts boarding themselves, and that the 
salary of the keeper be raised to fifteenhundred dollars per year, and 
the salary of the assistant keeper to one thousand dollars per year, 
Which we believe to be the lowest rate of compensation that will 
retain the services of the present keepers, or competent ones to 
fill their places. 5 j

Mason—The very serious character of the Indian difficulties on 
the northern frontier, more fully developed after the date of your 
requisition for four companies of Oregon volunteers to be mustered 
into the service of the United States, as a reinforcement of the U. S. 
troops under your command, has determined me to call into the field 
a régiment of mounted volunteers, under the command of Col. J. W. 
Nesmith, Brigadier General of the Oregon Militia. This force will

cordially co-operate with your command ina vigorous prosecution of 
the campaign. It is wholly impracticable to induce the citizens of 
Oregon to enroll for service in the suppression of any Indian hostili- 
ties under the organization prescribed by the rules and regulations of 
the U. S. Army. I am therefore constrained, in order to secure the 
enrollment of a suficient force for the present critical emergency, to 
preserve a distinct military organization, under the authority of the 
Territorial government, of the force in the field in pursuance of my 
proclamation. I trust, however, that the effectiveness of the whole 
force. engaged will not be impaired‘ by this necessity, but that both 
commands, invigorated by a spirit of- cordial co-operation, will con- 
jointly achieve a prompt and successful issue to the enterprise in 
which they will be employed. 

A deficiency of suitable arms immediately available to complete 
the equipment of the first company enrolled, impelled me to send for- 
ward that company under command of Capt. A. V. Wilson, with a 
requisition upon Lieut. Withers, commanding Fort Vancouver, to 
furnish such of the command as were without arms, from the extra 
supply of guns at that post, and with instructions to halt at the 
Cascades, an exposed and important point in Washington Territory, 
then reported to be entirely defenceless, and await further orders. 
The refusal of Lieut. Withers, as reported to me- by Capt. Wilson, 
to comply with my request, unless the men were mustered into the 
service of the United States, enforced a delay of nearly twenty-four 
hours in the march of Capt. Wilson’s company. I am happy to 
state, however, that upon my personal application the necessary arms 
were furnished by Capt. Eckerson, of the Ordnance Department at 
Fort Vancouver, and Company A, of the Regiment. of Oregon 
Mounted Volunteers, is en-route for the Dalles of the Columbia. 
Two more companies will be dispatched for the scene of action this 
day. The Colonel commanding leaves to-day for the Dalles. - 

The communication with the settlements in the Willamette valley, 
across the Cascade range, is reported to me by settlers on this side 
of the summit, to be open and daily employed by straggling parties 
of Indians. I have directed a detachment to be sent to the Dalles 
by that road. It will move to-day. ` : . is, 

A band of Klickitats reported to be friendly, encamped near Cor- 
vallis, some seyenty miles south of this place, were in-possession of 
the particulars of the engagement in the Simcoe valley, between the 
gallant command under Major Haller and the hostile tribes north of 
the Columbia river, on the same day that the intelligence reached this 
place. It has been known some time by the Superintendent of Indian 
Affairs for Oregon, that the Indians west of the Cascade range had 

tampered with by those now engaged in open hostilities on the 
northern frontier. i San 

And the Shasta and Rogue River Indians, in southern Oregon, are 
now in arms against the settlers in that section of the Territory. 
For the suppression of this new outbreak, I have taken prompt, and 
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J trust, effective measures. Herewith, I transmit for your informa-

tion, à copy of my second proclamation. 


The hostile conduct of the Indians on our northern and southern 
frontiers, together with other circumstances herein named, strongly 
fortifies the belief that a combination has been effected among the 
different tribes on our borders as well as in our midst, and a general 
war resolved upon on their part against the whites. 

The zeal and alacrity with which the citizens of this Territory 
have responded to my call for volunteers in this sérvi¢e during the 
continuance of the war, is an unmistakable evidence that our people 
are prepared for the emergency. = - ” .

On your arrival at Fort Dalles, although you will hold your com- 
mand at all times subject to the orders of the Governor af the Ter- 
ritory, you. will confer with Maj. G.J. Raines, commanding officer of 
the United States troops in Oregon and Washington Territories, and 
80 far as is practicable, co-operate with him in a vigorous prosecution 
of the campaign. 

Before the complete organization of the regiment, should you deem 
the disposable force at your command sufficient to warrant such 
a step, you will commence field operations against the enemy. 

The passes into the settlements in the Willamette valley, will 
‘demand and receive your constant vigilant attention, so that a sur- 
prise shall be avoided. Indians professing friendship, especially on 
the sduth side of the Columbia river, you will require to place them- 
selves wholly under the protection af your people. The advanced 
atate of the season is favorable to the enemy and demands the utmost 
celerity in your movement. If executed promptly, by a detachment. 
in sufficient force, a detour by the John Day, Umatilla, and other 
rivers,-toward Fort Colville, might afford protection to many of. our 
fellow-citizens at, or returning from the neighborhood of the Pen d’ 
Oreille mines, and enable you to fall upon the rear of the enemy, 
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should retreat in the direction of the swamps and lowlands on the 
Frazier’s river be resorted to as an escape from attack in front in 
the Yakima country proper. This suggestion is left to your discre- 
tion, with the entire active operations of your command in the field, 
relying with the most complete confidence upon your experience, pru- 
dence and bravery to achieve the object of the campaign, and return 
_ with your brave officers and men, to réceive with them the congratu- 

lations and applause of your fellow-citizens. r .

Sın :—Owing to some delty experienced in shipping the Quarter 
Master's supplies at Vancouver, I did not arrive at this point until 
12 o'clock to- day; and it is probable I shall be detained here twenty- 
four hours, waiting for ‘a boat to-proceed.to the Dalles. Capt. Wil- 
gon’s company, entire, left here on the steamer’ Mary, this morning. 
I am apprehensive, from present appearances; that there will be 
some delay in forwarding our supplies from this point, and fear such- 
_ embarrassment may be lasting, owing to the fact of the U. S. Gov- 
ernment; (as I understand,) having chartered the steamer Wasco, for 
the transportation of troops across the river at the Dalles. f have 
conversed with the persons who have the transportation in charge 
here, and endeavored to impress ort them the necessity for dispatch. 
As this is, however, a matter belonging to the quarter-master's de- 
partment, I would suggest the necessity of his having a competent 
agent at this point, to sée that every thing ds forwarded promptly. 
T ain satisfied that if any delay is experienced, it will be between 
here and the Dalles. Capt. Wallen is here with about sixty U. S. 
troops, engaged in construction of a block house, which is nearly con- 
pleted. He contemplates leaving here, as he informs me, to-morrow. , 
The Captain will leave fifteen men here, under-charge of 4 non-- 
commissioned officer, for the protection of the place. With the 
` facilities of defence, I apprehend that number of men will be ample 
to guard this post. Ihave examined the block house, and am of opin- 
ion that in charge of fifteen vigilant men, it is impregnable against 
any ordinary force of Indians. The gun which is monmted, com- 
mands the principal depot at the lower end of the railroad, and 
affords an opportunity for the boats below thé falls to lay Within 
its range. I learn from Capt. Wallen, that Maj. Raines is engaged 
with about two hundred men, in a reconnoisance in the neighborhood 
of the mouth of the Klickitat, partly with the view of opening 
a communication from that point into the enemy’s country. 45 
From the information I have been able to obtain here, I think 
it would be advisable to send that portion of the regiment, which is 
Still at the rendezvous by this rouge, as the Dalles can be reached 
much sooner by this than by the cascade route- : 

The command coming.by this route, could cross the river either at 
this place or at Wind mountain, ten miles above here, at which latter 
point I understand there is a boat suitable for crossing. 

Forage should be sent in advance to this point, to subsist the hor- 
ses While here. From what I am able to learn of the grass in the 
neighborhood of the Dalles, it will be. necessary to forward a Targe 
supply of forage to that point; to subsist the horses while there.

F arrived at this place on Friday night, the 19th inst., and on the 
next day visited Maj. Raines’ camp, on the opposite side of the river. 


The Major, with all his officers, express the most ardent desire 


to co-operate with me in the common cause of chastising the Indians, 
but at the same time decline to furnish any supplies, unless the 
troops called out by your order shall be mustered into the service of 
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the United States. I feel, cénsequenily, that we are thrown upon 
our resources, and that we must experience great embarrassment in 
~ the want of horses to mount the men, and for means of -transportation. 

The embarrassment experienced in making the portage át the Cas- 

* cades, appear to me to be of a permanent character. If possible, ` 
_ ‘this should be immediately remedied. Even the small supply of 
ammunition, &., ‘purchased by quarter-master Thompson, on. the 
17th inst., at Vancouver, which came to the Cascades with us, has 
not reached this point. If this delay is to be continued, that point 
might as.well be, for all practical purposes, in the hands of the enemy, 
and will prevent the command from taking the field This winter. 

I am anxiously awaiting the return here of Capt. N. Olney, Sub 
Indian Agent, from the upper country, to obtain positive information 
respecting the position and intentions of the Indians in the region of 
Walia Walla, so as to determine on the necessity of detour in that 
direction. I have suggested the propriety of such. a movement 
to Major Hallar.

Geo. L. Curry, Commander-in-Chief Oregon Vols.: 

Sır :—In obedience to your orders, I proceeded to Vancouver, in 
advance of companies E and F, and succeeded iif getting on board 
one hundred bushels oats, which, with those previously on board, will 
supply those companies to the Dalles, where I am informed by 
Mr. McTavish, a quantity of .dats in the sheaf, say 1000 bushels, can 
be had of Humason & Simms. This renders it unnecessary that the 
transport steamer Fashion should make a special trip to bring up the 
remaining one thousand bushels- before returning to head-quarters ; 
aud as the remaining supplies now awaiting transportation from Van- 
couver consist of provisions, of which there are sufficient for immedi- 
ate use at the. Dalles, I shall act upon the discretion conferred by your 
order, and dispatch the steamer to head-quarters the moment the 
troops are disembarked. I am the more induced to this change 
` of plan, by the fact that we have been detained over night by fog and 
will reach the Cascades twelve hours later, and a special trip for the 
supplies would disappoint your expectations of the steamer reaching 
head-quarters to-night. ‘I shall jump on shore the instant we touch 
at the Cascades, and hasten to the upper landing to procure what 
boats can be found and have them in readiness by the time the port- ` 
ageismade. If transportation for the two companies cannot be had, I 
propose to send them forward by detachments to Dog river, from 
which point it is a short-day’s march, over a good road, to Fort 
Dalles. By this means the last detachment can-be landed at the 
Dalles, simultaneously with the arrival of the first. If necessary, I 
will tarry a few days at the Cascade portage, to aid the quarter-mas- 
ter's agent, in forwarding the supplies, but, I hope it will not be.

Hating passed over-the route thus far, and endeavored to inform 
myself of the best and most expeditious mode of moving the remain- . 
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ing forces from Portland, as far as the Cascade Falls, I venture 


to suggest for consideration the sending of horses to Sandy, where a 
small supply of forage can be kept and from which point they can be 
‘towed in flats to a convenient point above Cape Horn mountain 
and there disembarked; the flats being cast off for that purpose, 
whilst the steamer proceeds to the Cascades, with men, baggage and 
supplies to be passed over the portage whilst, the horses are being 


driven to and over the portage. The Fashion could return and 


bring up from Sandy, in a few hours, any horses left behind, before 
‘returning to Portland for another company; details to be 8 by 
circumstances. Probably in this way the- Fashion, with two good 
flats, could transport the troops as fast as they are ready to go 
forward. But if ample means of transportation can bé had, it may 
be better to ship the hore through from Portland to the Cascades.

Should, however, any material dis- 
aster ‘occur to the troops now or about to be in the field, there would 
be good ground for apprehension. This, however, can hardly be an- 
ticipated, judging from the strength of the force in the field. 
ediately npon the receipt of the requisition of Maj. Raines, I 
made proclamation for two companies of volunteers, one, to be 
enrolled at Vancouver and the other at Olympia. To-day a company 
all mountéd, eighty-five strong, rank and file, started for Fort Steil- 
acoom, to join a detachment of seventy-six men under command 
of Capt. Maloney, who had been ordered into the field to reinforce 
ieut.

Suspicion for some time past has been-attracted towards the Yak- 
imas and Klickitats, and the intercourse of the’latter with the bands 
dispersed through the settlements in the valley of, the Willamette, 
has been very carefully observed. To what extent the tampering 
with these tribes has been successful, is not known, but the simulta- 
neous rising of the Shasta and Rogue River Indians in Southern 
Oregon, has occasioned an extraordinary feeling of alarm ‘and inse-~ ` 
curity throughout the whole extent of our settlements. : 
A. J. Bolon, Esq., one of the sub-Indian Agents of, Washington 
Territory, Iately- returned from the interior, having heard that dep-

We lost some eight, or ten of our pack animals, by zwo Indians 
visiting a cache on the bank of the Klititat river and returning back 
to their people. Coming across them, and their trail backward, with 
information we obtained from an Indian prisoner, enabled us to find 


two caches, containing an immense supply of provision; salmon, pre- 


served in various ways, principally pounded, in sacks; from a rough 
estimate, E suppose some 10,000 pounds, which we gave the soldiers, 
our Indian friends, and destroyed Ey fire. This is a severe loss for 
them, as it was evidently an army supply. 

We proceed on to-day. The weather is cold and ice formed one- 
half inch thick, near, say in two feet of my bed at night—night 
before last. The volunteers under Gen. Nesmith, came up last 
night. . .

Gov. Curry-—Dear Sir : Tt may be superfluous for. me to xi“ 
you. what. you will doubtless learn from other sources, but if every 
one waits for another, no intelligence will be conveyed., .Expresaes 
have arrived with despatches from the south, and will have reached 
you before this. We are ignorant ef the contents of those dis- 
patches. Gen, McCarver, however, has come dows for ammunition, 
and reports our forces defeated) ar. rather, failed in their attempt“ to 
dislodge the Indians from their stronghold on a mountain, here they 
are beseiged by the volunteers. Two of our men are said to have 
been:killed, severd! mortally wounded, and a much larger“ number 
severely and slightly wounded, making about 30 thus put«hars dis 
combat, The General presents a dearth of ammunition as. the cause 
of the defeat. Government arms with cartridges have gone forward; 
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but he says they require powder, lead and caps for their rifles. : 
These cannot be had in Portland, and Mr. Zieber goes this morn- 
ing to Vancouver to procure them. I learn from him that some em- 
barrassment is felt, jaa the fact that he is only charged with sup- 
plying the northern regiment, and in the absence of the commander- 
in-chief, he fears his acts may be irregular. , I have heard much in- 
quiry as to the probability of the Governor’s returning soon, and 
some discontent is felt that the south has not access to the head offi- 
cer. Many think the troubles in the south are much the most 
serious. Certainly greater calamities have fallen upon our citizens 
in that quarter. I think the war in the north of much the greater 
magnitude and importance, though the guerrilla depredations south 
inflict more particular injuries. upon individuals.. However, the 
views of those who are now desirous of the aid and direction of the 
Governor, for the southern regiment, appear not to be unreasonable, 
since it is understood that the main force in the north has actually 
taken the field. The presence of a controlling head- would relieve 
the chiefs of the departments here of responsibilities they are loth to 
assume, and would prove beneficial to the service. I make these 
suggestions, not so much as coming from myself, as from many of 
our friends here, some of whom have expressly requested me to write 
you on the subject.

On thé reception of this order, J directed the Captains of the 
different companies to report the number of horses and inen-of each 
company, in condition fo perform the march. As you willdbserve by 
the accompanying copies of reports, it was ascertained to be imprac- 
ticable to comply with the order. I therefore continued the hne of 
march for the Dalles, where I arrived this evening, leaving the cn 
mand encamped on the Klickitat river, twenty-four miles distant, 
where good" grass is obtained. ; „ a ee 
It is proper to observe that not an Indium was seen in the Yakinia 
country, by my command, for five days previous to leaving‘ theres 
The heavy fall of snow had covered their trails,-réndéfing it impossi- 
ble to ascertain the direction in which the enemy had fled; but from 
what evidence I could gather, I am satisfied they have, with. their 
stock, gone to Priest's Rapids, or sci other point still higher up the 
Columbia. ‘Their early unmistakable knowledge of our march from 
this point, afforded ample time for the main body, with their stock, to 
remove 80 far from the Yakima valleys that our jaded horses could 
not possibly overtake them in their flight, or reach that part‘of“the 
country to which they have betaken. themselves. I. am satisfied, the 
resistance, offered by their force at the pass of the: Tivo Buttes,” 
was merely for. the Purpose of gaining a Httle mbre time to ateoniplish, 
the remote removal from the Yakima country, of small scattered por:

The cours 
age and intrepidity displayed by the Major and his command, is wor- 
thy of the highest commendation., gs Oo i ee 
We experienced great difficulty in crossing the Simeoe mountains, 
by reagon of the great accumulation of snow. By reference to the 
enclosed copy of Capt. Wilson's report, you will observe that he en- 
countered similar obstacles before meeting us. And I am now fully, 
satisfied that these obstacles, in addition to the broken down condi 
tion of our animals, will preclude the possibility of, any portion of, 
the command returning to the Yakima valley this winter. - 


I learned on my arrival here this evening, that an express had ar- 


rixed from the upper country. You will learn from the enclosed copy 


of letters from Maj. Chinn and Raymond, the condition of affairs in 
that region. I-shall dispatch, within the next forty-eight hours, un- 
der command of Capt. Wilson, companies A, J, and K, amounting to.

Dran Sm: —In accordance with your order, Nov. 9, I proceeded 
with companies B and K, at the earliest moment they could: be pre- 
pared for.tha march, with the train of supplies to effect a junction 
with the right column under Col. Nesmith, at Fort Walla Walla. ` 
On Monday, the 12th, with company B, L left the Dalles and en- 
on. ten mile creek, and early the next morning reached the 
Des Chutes river, Where the train of, wagons were being ferried over 
with the assistance of company B. The river was low and the chan- 
nel full of large rocks, making such difficulty that it was a late hour 
when we reached a camping ground on the Columbia, three milea 
above the Des Chutes. , ae 3 
Here the orders were opened and read and upon advigement with 
the officers of my command, the plan of the march Was determined. 
From the lateness of the hour when.we reached camp, two horses be- 
longing to company B, went astray in the night and were Tost, an 
the men left behind for the purpose were unable to recqyer them: 
similar accident occurred the night previous to company K. I 
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suppose they were picked up by the Indians that were séet prowling 
upon the hills. On thé 14th, we made a dry camp ‘about six miles 
from John Day’s river, und dt an early hour on the 15th, encamped 
dn Rock creek, about a mile aboye the point where the road leaves this 
stream: We had fine grass, sburidance of water, good wood, fresh 
50 und a clear day, rarities that contributed greatly to the cheer- 


ulness of the men. On‘the 16th, wé . on Willow ereek, at 


w late hour, experiencing much difficulty in finding water and grass. 
We reached Wells Spring on the 17th. Throughout the march I had 
kept a number of. scouts acquainted with the country, séouring the 
untry along thé route, but no sign of-Indians, cattle, or horses had 
n seen. This desertion made me uneasy and I -waited with änx⸗ 
jety some information from ‘Narcis Raymond} who had been dis- 
atched by the Indian agent. with regard to our enemies, and this 
ight about ten‘o’éléck, John McBain, with a companion, reached our 
camp. with a letter from Mr. Raymond, the substance of which is 
* embodied in my former communication. 
I wag also informed by Mr. McBain, that Pe-pe-mox-mox had 
sent forward -a body of Indians to watch our approach, and much 
other information as to the number and disposition of the Indians. 
From this information, I concluded that it was impossible for - me, 
with the force which I have, to reach Walla Walls, and form a june- 
tion with Col. Nesmith; the Forb itself and the natural fastness be- 
ing occupied by about one thousand Indians, and I determined to push 
on to this river and make a fortified camp} and await reinforcements 
or further developments with-regard to the huniber and situation of 
the enemy before advancing ‘ „„ SS - 
We renched the agency on the Umatilla, at 9 o’clock an the night 
of the 18th, and early in the morning our whole force was employed 
in erecting a stockade on the site of the agency. We Have abundance 
of timber and water, and tolerable grass for stock. We have now 
picketed in with large split timber,.100 feet square of ground, 
and erected two bastions of round logs on two of the angles, and 
from the rails found here; made two corrals for the horses and cattle. 
This, as a defence, is good against any body of Indians. I have, in 
the meanwhile, both day and night, 1 out small detachments exam- 
- ininig the country: On the night of the 19th, four of my scouts who 
had been sent along the road to McKays, met a much supetior force 
of Indians, and were fired upon; one of the scouts was thrown from 
hia horse, loosing his- pistol, but all returned safely to camp. A party 
of men sent forward by Mr. Sinclair, to make their way té Fort Ool- 
vill, also returned, having met the same Indians, On the 20th, 
a detachment under command of Lieut. Burroughs, advanced towards 
Fort Walla Walla, and meeting a small body of Indians, pursued 
them to within eight miles of the Fort, finding all attemps to over- 
take them, or to bring! on- a conflict futile, he deemed it advisable 
from the lateness of the hour, to return. On last night, Lieut. Jef- 
fries, with eighteen men, went up the Umatilla to where the trail in- 
tersected the river between the Cayuse country and the Walla Walla, 
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and waited-in ambush for any passing Indians. Finding all quiot at 
10.0’ 0lockz. he went onto McKays, which he reached at 2 o'clock, 4. 
N.. He found tho houses on fire, supposed, to have been ignited early 
in the evening. The property was all destroyed but one Wagon; in 
the brush an ox had been killed and burned; no Indians were to be 
seen, but a large body had evidently been there, He: then followed 
up the ‘Iehoutinse, some eight miles,:saw plenty of Indian signs, and 
where they had been‘driving large qnantities of stock towards Walla 
Wallas He then crossed over Birch ereak three miles, followed the 
stream to the mouth, then rested an hour uptil.day, apd found. an ox 
supposed „ta, be the property of Stack Whitley, crossed, the, river 
to emigrant road, four miles below McKay’s. . Fresh, signs covered 
the hills lending to Walla,Walla ; followed the.road to, this point and

The siok 
and wounded have been removed tottis place. -Many of the men 
were frost bitten on the late expedition, and can hardly be said to be 


fit for duty. An inspection of horses has been had at camp, and 
about one-fourth of the whole number were found fitted fer- present * 


duty. About one-half of the men composing the -wholé commdnd 
desire their discharge. I have given a few discharges upon, the writ- 
ten report of the Surgeon, stating that tlie men were unfit for duty. 
I have algo granted furloughs to a few of the mën; who have urgent 
business requiring their personal attention, for short periods ; and am 
now anxiously awaiting orders for the disposition of the romainder-of

I ordered Capt. Monson’s company, of about-seventy-one' men, up 
to reinforce the-2d Maj.

, Again I would invite your attention to the order of the Governor of 


Oregon; to.mée—that so far as practicable I am to c operate with you 
in the approaching campaign. Personally, I-am solicitous to regu- 
late, all my movements to conform to this order of my commander-in- 
chief. A large portion of my command will undoubtedly arrive 
at the Dalles before the expiration of three days from the curreut 
date. The msjor portion of the force will be well mounted on their 
arrival here. I should be then prepared without delay, to move into 
the field against thé enemy, if I were supplied with adequate subsist- 
ence; camp eqnipage, and means for transportation. - 
- A serious difficulty is constantly experienced by our Quarter Mas- 
ter’s department, in obtaining transportation of our stores over the 
portage at the Cascades. The long and vexatious delay already ex- 
perienced. in this respect, at that point, satisfies me that my command, 
despite every exertion on the part of the officers and the people 
of the Territory of Oregon, will be unavoidably detained at this 
place until a period so Jate in season as to render the expedition 
doubtful of eventuating in that practical good it is expected to 
achieve. In order to obviate these evils, and to enable my command 
to take, the field without delay, and co-operate with yon in active op- 
erations against the hostile bands of Indiana, I have to propose that 
you furnish. me with subsiatence and transportation to the extent I 
may require, to enable me to proceed with you on the arrival of my 
troops. A compliance oh your part with this request, will enable me

Cotonen :—Your letter of yesterday for artillery, I have had the 
honor to acknowledge, and also its facetiousness in the lengthy quota- 
tion of a former letter of mine seemingly applicable to our present 
position. When that letter was written, there was scarcely a doubt 
that we had a big fight before us, but now we know otherwise, and 
have had assurances that an adequate force would find nò enemy to 
combat and an inadequate one would likely be defeated, so it becomes 
questionable if your command Went to Walla Walla, with ‘cannon 
and “the requisite number of officers and men to work the sam 
properly, if the enemy would wait in the mud made walls of that 
Fort to receive you. „ 

Our difficulties lie now not at any unwillingness to meet the enemy

GENERAL +—On my return to this place from the Yakima country, 
on the evening of the 19th inst., I received an express from 2d Maj. 
Chinn, who had been ordered by the Governor of Oregon Territory, 
to advance in the direction of Walla Walla, that his front was men- 
aced by a force of one thousand Indians, led on by the notorious Pee- 
Peu-Mox-Mox. That as his command consisted of only about one 


hundred and forty men, he had called a halt on the Umatilla river, - 


and desiring to be immediately reinforced. I have this morning sent 
forward to his relief a force of seventy men, and shall send one hun: 
dred more to-morrow. It is represented that Pee-Peu-Mox-Mox, 
with his one thousand warriors, had taken a strong position. To dis- 
lodge him, it is desirable to have the service of artillery. I have, 
therefore, to — you will furnish me with two or three howitzers, 
or other equivalent artillery, with officers and men requisite to man- 
age the same, for that purpose.

future operations. Hitherto the expedifions against the Indians

tempt to encounter the Indians with any expectation of ‘success: ; In 
conclusion, I suggest that I have not the power to give you tlie ab-

His Excellency, Gro. L. Curry, Governor of. ; Oregon Territory: 
Sm: have assumed the responsibility of discharging about ong 
hundred and -twenty-five men from my regiment. Several of thig 
number have been discharged upon the report of the. assistant Sur- 
geon of the regiment, that they were unfit for service. The gr 


portion discharged are from the companies commanded by Captains 


Cornelius, Hembree and Bennett, Those companies have been or- 
dered to this side of the Columbia, to hold themselves in readiness 
to proceed to Walla Walla. A large number of the men were averse 
to going to Walla Walla, from the fact of being mounted on horses 
totally unfit to make the trip. As there are no horses here suitable 
to remount the men, I resolved to grant their applications to be dis- 
charged, deeming it worse than useless to retain a large unmounted 
force at this place, to consume our scanty supplies, all of which are 
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unconditionally required. for those who are in condition to remain in 
service. I would respectfully and earnestly invite your immediate 
and close atténtion-to the fact that the. commissary department here 
is almost destitute of every indispensable article of subsistegce, and 
particularly flour and fresh beef. It is deeply to be regretted that of 
the large number of horses now in the hands of the quarter-master, 
at this post, scarcely one is fit for presen’ service. Whatever may 
have been their condition when purchased, they are entirely useless, 
and are daily becoming worse than useless, owing to the scarcity of 
grass and the almost entire want of forage in the Quarter Master’s 
department. sane ; 

This deficiency is keenly felt at the present time, by reason of the 
necessity for remounting thé’men in order to render them of the least 
efficiency against an enemy well supplied with. fleet horses. It is 
with great difficulty that suitable animals can. be had to answer the 
immediate demands for transportation. These difficulties will become 
nearly insurmountable when it becomes necessary to transport sup- 
plies for a large force over the distance from here to Walla Walia. 
The severity of the weather has been such that the men have expe- 
rienced severe suffering from the want of tents. It is the cause 
of daily complaint by the men, that they are not provided with tents. 
This should be remedied at the earliest possible period of time. Be- 
fore I left Portland, I made my general requisition for all the neces- 
sary articles, to be obtained and promptly forwarded for the comfort 
and maintainance of the regiment. I have not, therefore, made spe- 
cial requisition on the departments for each article. required, but have 
acted upon the presumption that the departments of government, 


whose imperative duty it. is to provide for the troops, would, after 
having a knowledge of the number to be quartered andsubsisted be 


the best qualified, as well as authorized judges of what was required. 
In accordance with, the application of the 2d Major of the regi- 


ment, temporarially in command of the left column, on the 22d inst., 


I dispatched Capt. Munson’s company to his relief. On the 21st, I 
ordered Capts. Wilson and Connoyer's companies to take up the line 
of- march for the same purpose. Lieut. Col. Kelly was ordered to 
proceed directly forward and assume the command of the column. 
The companies commanded by Capts. Hayden and Stafford, are 
yet encamped on the Wasbington side of the Columbia, but are un- 
fler order to march to the Des Chutes river, and form an encampment, 
and will be held as a reserve corps to act as circumstances may re- 
quire. - The company commanded by Capt. Bennett, now reduced to 
the vicinity of forty in number, will to-morrow take up the line 
of- March for Walla Walla. Capts. Hembree’s and Cornelius’ com- 


panies will march in the same direction, so soou as the necessary out- 


fits can be made. If it is contemplated to retain a large force in the 
Walla Walla country, for any length of time, it will be necessary to 
adopt, and put in practical operation, more ample and certain means 
for subsistence, and the transportation thereof, than are, or have been 
at the control of the departments.

Dear CoL.—Urgent and important private business demands my 
attention in the Willamette for a few days“ I would be willing to 
sacrifice my private interest for the public welfare, if the necessity 
of the cage demanded it; but inasmuch as I bave forwarded ample 
reinforcements to the support of your column, together with all the 
subsistence for which transportation can be obtained, and as there 
are two of the field officers with the column, I can see no impropriety - 
in my haying a short absence from the command. 

The commands of Capts. Bennett and Cornelius will increase your 
column to about four hundred and seventy-five men, which J consider 
an ample force to meet the enemy in your quarter. 

The Polk and Clackamas companies -have been ordered out tò 
scour the country in the vicinity of Jobn Day’s and the 
Chutes river, with the expectation of finding cattle in that region be- 
longing to the enemy. They are under the immediate command of 
Maj. Armstrong, and will be held in readiness to support you if re- 
quired. I shonld have sent them to Walla Walla; if transportation 

« could have been procured for their subsistence. 
I send you no orders, as your position renders 1 most com- 
petent to judge of the necessities of the case, and as vou know the 
object of the campaign, you are left to the exercise of your sound 
discretion. ‘If you find that it is desirable to occupy the enemy’s 
country for any period of time, I apprehend that you will be greatly 
embarrassed by the want of subsistence, and particularly for trans- 
rtation for the same. ' Everything here that can be made available

closed whether the provisions transported by Dowell, are included in 
the stimate made of but fourteen days’ provisions on hand. If 
there was poore in the .commissary department here, I have 
no means whatsoever for its transportation to the command at Walla 
Walls. The quarter-master dnd commissary departments at this 
post, are most wretchedly supplied, and some stringent measures 
should be resorted to, to enable them-promptly to respond to the re- 
quisitions that will immediately be made upon them by the. proper 
officers connected with the left column of the regiment.

Dear Sır :—In pursuance of your order of Nov. 30th, I started 
with thirty-five men and guides, at half past 1 o’clock, on the morning 
of the 1st Dec., for warm spring river, in search of any Indians or 
stock that might be found in that vicinity. We traveled at a brisk’ 

ace and arrived in the Tiach valley, a distance of fifteen miles, at 
y-break. After we fed our horses and took some refreshments, we 
pushed on at a brisk rate until about 1 o’clock, P. M., when we came 
suddenly, (and very unexpectedly to them,) upon a body of Indians, 
es sla twenty-eight—females and children included. They were 
moving slowly in the direction of Fort Dalles, driving their stock, 
(which consisted of seventeen head of cattle and seventy-six head 
of horses,) before them. They were much alarmed when they dis- 
covered us. I advanced within gun-shot of them and formed 
my men in a line for a charge, when the chief advanced hastily to- 
ward me, with a permit in his hand, from agent Thompson, by which 
T learned he was allowed two weeks from the 28d of Nov., to bring 
his band to the Dalles. He had remained in the enemy's country. 
long after war had been declared, and until the war party of his tribe, 
had left and joined the enemy. At the date of his permit, the enemy 
must have been around him in a, considerable force, with large quan- 
tities of stock. The chief: gave no information of this fact, however, 
yet he was “permitted” to return in peace, and claim and receive the. 
protéction of the whites. The Indians were well armed, but showed 
no disposition to fight. It was with great difficulty I ‘restrained my- 
men from shooting them down. I disarmed them and sent them un- 
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der à guard of men, to your camp; after having exchanged some of 
our jaded horses for their fresh animals, and 8 one yearling for 
beef, we then moved on some three miles further and encdmped for the 
night, having traveled thirty-five miles. La 
Early on the morning of the 2d, we continued, our march for the 
Warm Springs, on Warm Spring river, and‘arrived there late in the 
afternoon. We saw no fresh sign of Indians; moved down the river 
three miles and encamped for ihe night and started at day-light, on 
the morning of the 3d inst., for the mouth of the river, Saw much 
Indian signs, and on arriving at the Des Chutes, we saw where they 
had crossed large bands of stock, both of cattle and horses, over that 
stream to the east side, but it bore the appearance of having. been 
some ten or twelve days previous to our arrival. Here wealso.discov- 
ered three large caches of provisions and tools, carefully stowed away, 
such as an abundance of dried salmon, pounded salmon, bread, peas, 
and roots of various kinds, spades, shovels, hoes, axes, chisels, au- 
gers, ue knives, forks, spoons, and mats, besides a large quan 
tity of beads, rings, trinkets and other Indian ornaments too numer- 
ous to mention. We remained here one day, searching up and down 
the river for Indians, their signs, &c. Seeing no prospects of find- 
ing the enemy in this vicinity, and our horses being much jaded, and 
our provisions nearly exhausted, we deemed it advisable to return to 
camp and set out accordingly, on the evening of the 4th inst., and 
arrived here in the afternoon of the 6th inst., all in fine health and 
without A loss of a single animal.

Dran Sır :—] will inform you of our present prospects. I stated 
to you in my last report that Capt. Hayden, with thirty-five men, had 
left at 1 o'clock on the morning of the 1st of Devember, for the vi. 
einity of the Warm Springs, as there appeared to be a body of 
Indians that were engaged in stealing horses in the neighborhood of 
our encampment, and running them off in the direction of the Warm 
Springs, a distance of seventy miles. On the morning 2d inst., Lt. 
Townsend marched, with twenty-five men, to scour the- eountry in the 
same direction, in order · to cut off all communication between Indians 
at the Dalles and the Springs, for I am satisfied that there are run- 
ners continually between those two points, which nothing but perse- 
verence and vigorous measures can stop. On the night of the 5th of 


` 
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Des., three white men were found under suspicious circumstances, 
and I had them arrested until an examination waa held, upon which 
it appeared that nothing could be proven against them. I: ordered 
their release. On the 3d inst., Lieut. Townsend returned, bringing 
with him some Indians and stock Capt, Hayden had sent on for our @ 


camp. i 
I have thirteen men stationed at the ferry on the Des Chutes. 
The ferry is kept in good order and in readiness to cross over troops - 
or expresses at the earliest moment. f ep 
J will also state to you that on the eve of our forced and hurried ` 
march from Fifteen Mile creek, on the-Isb inst., there had been eight 
horses stolen the night previous. Our horses being jaded, I called-on 
‘Mr. MeDuffy, for some fresh horses. He supplied us with twenty- 
eight for that purpose, and Mr. Reynolds with one, all of whieh we 
used six days on à forced march. ` 3 
We are now feeding our horses a little once a day, on sheaf oats, 
and are grazing them on fine grass. . 
The health of the camp is good; not a case of sickness in the same. 
J give below the march and success of Capt. Hayden, on his return 
from the Warm Spring, as given to me by the Captain. aa 
In my report to you of the 2d inst., J stated J had one Indian in 
custody of a suspicious character.

To Wittram H. Farrar, Adjutant of Reg’t: 


Sra :—Yesterday morning as my command was on the line of 
march from the mouth of Touchet river to Whitman Valley, we were 
attacked .by about four hundred Indians, with whom we. kept up 
a running fight all day and for a distance of. about ten miles from the 
Wells Walla river. At dark on yesterday, the battle was suspended 
by the Indians withdrawing. We drove them from every position 
Which they took, both in the brush-wood along the river bank sind on 
-the adjecent hills. This morning the battle was renewed; and raged 
all day. At dark this evening the Indians again withdrew. * The 

number of the Indians who oabi us has been, considerably greater - 
than yesterday, and is supposed to exceed six hundred. -Tosmerrow 
morning we expect a renewal of the battle, which in all: probability 
will last for some time yet to come. i a 

J regret to say, that yesterday and to-day, we have lost many 
brave and excellent men, who fell nobly fighting for their-country.

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Subjoined to this dispatch you will find a list of the killed and 
wounded. The loss of the Indians must be great, as their killed, 
alone, during the two days, cannot be less than fifty men. Among 
their killed on yesterday, was the noted chief of the Walla Wallas, 
Pee-Peu-Mox-Mox. He was taken prisoner by my command on the 
5th inst., near his camp on the Touchet, and during the battle yes- 
terday made an effort to escape. In doing so he was killed together 
with four others, who were made prisoners at the same time, and who 
also attempted-to get away. To-morrow, as I said, we expect a re- 
newal of the battle, and I regret to say that we are not in a situation 
to repel the attack of the Indians with that vigor which is desired. 


This arises from our scarcity of ammunition, and the broken down 


condition of our horses. ‘The animals haye become so poor and jaded 
that it is impossible to make a successful charge against the Indians, 
who are mounted on fleet horses, and can easily escape. 

We are, therefore compelled, in a measure, to act on the defence of 
our present position, which we are now fortifying by making a stock- 
ade fort. Our ammunition will be exhausted, I fear, with another 


. day’s hard fighting; and unless we can procure a supply from Fort 


Henrietta, our position will be critical indeed. Of provisions, we 
have only enough for about three days, but we expect to get a supply 
in two or three days. 

I must insist upon supplies of all kinds being sent forward at once, 
as I do not intend to abandon this position until the last extremity. 
By so doing the enemy would be greatly emboldened. 

This dispatch is written in great haste, and is disconnected and 
exceedingly brief, and I know will be unsatisfactory ;- but I wish to 
send the messenger forward immediately, so as to reach Fort Henri- 
etta, before day-light. At another time I will give you a more de- 
tailed report of all transactions that have occurred since leaving the 
fort on the Umatilla. `

His Excellency, Geo. L. Curry, Gov. of Oregon, Corvallis, O. T.: 


Sm: From private advices received per-the steamer of this even- 
ing, 1 learn of the resignation of Col. Nesmith. This unexpected 
event left me in doubt as to any movements I might, or ought to make 
for the furtherance of the objects of the war against all the tribes of 
hostile Indians, until I shall be in receipt of orders from some supe- 


" rior officer. From my knowledge of the position and condition of the 


force in the field; of the great want of proper subsistence for the 
troops in the e at this Post; of the beggarly. 
absence of the means for transportation at the command of the regi- 
mental quarter-master; and of the extreme embarrassments to Which 
we have thus far been subjected in procuring supplies, stores, ammu- 
nition, &c., from the Willamette valley, I 19 91 it my duty, and 
have accordingly ordered the quarter-master to forward forthwith, his 
requisition upon the assistant Quarter Master General of the Terri- 
tory, for twelve wagons, teams, and harness, and for all other articles 
whatsoever required in his department, for the vigorous prosecution 
of the war. I have furthermore approved a requisition drawn by the 
commissary, of subsistence at this post, upon the Commissary Gen- 
eral, for full supplies for the regiment, for the period of one hundred 
days. To continue operations with the slightest probability of re- 
8 ting in practical good, it is, in my judgment, éminently necessary 
that the Quarter Master and Commissary of the regiment, should be 
immediately put in possession of abundant means for the 19 of” 
the troops for three months, and for the transportation thereof. On 
the evening of the 3d of this month, I received by express, dispatches 
from Lieut. Col. Kelly, dated at the Umatilla river, on the evening of 
the 2d inst. Col. Kelly advised me that it was his in ention to make 
a forced night march, so as to reseh Fort Walla Walla, at an early 
hour-on the morning of the 3d, with the hope of surprising the In- 
dians at that point. Since then, no intelligence has been had from 
Col. Kelly, or his command. Feeling apprehensive that he may have 
sent out a messenger to this post, and that the Indian scouts have in- 
tercepted him, I dispatched an express this afternoon to certain the 
locality of Col. Kelly, and the movement of his column. If my fears 
of the loss of his express’ should unfortunately be realized, several 
days may elapse ere I shall have any intelligence from the ‘Walla 
alla country: A copy of the réport of Col. Kelly shall be for- 
warded you on Wednesday. All of- the companies of the regiment 
are under the immediate command of the Lieut. Colonel, with the ex- 
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1 i * e 
ception of companies C and G. These latter are with Major Arm- 
Strong. and have been since the return of the expedition from thè'Yà- 
kima country. i 

On the first of December, Maj. Armstrong sent out Capt. Hayden 
Vith thirty-five men, and guides, to the Warm Springs, on the Des 
Chutes rivers The Major has reported the return of Capt. Hayden. 
You will find enclosed a copy of his report, as also a copy of Capt. 
Hayden’s report to Maj. Armstrong. 

The Indians referred to in Capt. Hayden’s report, were turned over 
by Major Armstrong, to the care of R. R. Thompson, Indian agent 
at Dalles. A small detachment from company C, under command of 
Corporal Draper, were stationed at the mouth of the Des Chntes, 
about the 25th ult., and have rendered good service. Within a short 
distance from the Dalles, several hundred Indians are located. They’ 
profess unbounded friendship for our people. A large portion are un- 
der the immediate supervision of Mr. Thompson; the Indian agent. 
The remainder are divided into several different parties, occupying 
distinct tracts of country. Some of these, as I am informed, are In- 
dians who have until recently resided upon the Washington side 
of the Columbia. It is represented to me that these different bands 
are under charge of persons specially appointed for that purpose. If: 
this bé go, I fear the trust is not in all cases legitimately, discharged.- 
For gome time past it has been suspected that some of these friendly 
Indians hold frequent and direct communication with those who are in - 
a state of open hostilities. There has occurred to me but oné’meas- 
ure to put a period to their expresses. Some days. since I gave 
a verbal order to Corporal Draper, to shodt every Indian that made 
his appearance in the vicinity of his camp, regardless of all & passes“ 
they might exhibit” Therofficer reports to me that his party, in pur 
suance of this order, have killed some five or six Indians. The saith 
order -has been given by. Major Armstrong to his command; Corm- 
plaints are made by the Indian agents, that the so called‘friendly In- 
dians are shot at, by reason of the order, but I am- unable; t divine 
any certain remedy for this, unless the Indians shall be restricted to 
limits greatly-reduced from 9 8 .

I have thé honor to inform the Legislative Assemblyz thst I: have 
recently. retéived from. the general government, the quota of arms 
‘due the Territory. By the most recent law-of Congress for thé dig, 
tribution of arms to the Territories; each Térritory Which had not. 
received an equivalent to 2000 muskets, were entitled to that number. 
In the suppression of Indian hostilities in Southern Orégon; in 1853, 
60 rifles were obtained by ‘requisition from the ordnance stores at Ft. 
Vangouyer, for the people of Jackson county, which!’ have been 
deducted from the number due, 2000 musket s 

The money value of the munitibns of war furnished upen my requi- 
sition by the military store-kéeper of ordnance; at- Fort- Vancouver, 
for the repulsion of peent Indian aggression, has also been deducted, 
agreeably to my pledge, made at the time my requisitions were an- 
swered. These deductions have reduced the number to 1382 
muskets. * . ee Oe í e 

Theꝛanhual assignment of arms to the Territories; after the year 
1854; may be aati in such arms, or field artillery, as may be de- 
sired: Consequently, for the year 1855, I made a requisition for.74 
Calt's patent revolvers, instead of 187 muskets due, and I am happy

REPORT 
Of the University Land Commissioner. 


To the Legislative Assembly of Oregon Territory: 


The act defining the powers and duties of the university land com- 
missioner of this Territory, passed January 20th, 1852, requires 
that officer to make a report of all his acts to the Legislative As- 
‘sembly at the regular session thereof, in pursuance of which the 
following report is submitted : a 


In conformity to the act passed by the last Legislative Assembly, 
entitled An act to authorize and empower the university land com- 
missioner to conyey certain lands and lots in the Oregon City claim, 
in Clackamas County,” I have conveyed and confirmed to the county 
of Clackamas all that lot or parcel of land, contemplated by said 
act, which had previously been granted to said county by Dr. John 
McLaughlin, for the use and benefit of the county aforesaid... Prior 
to confirming the same, the county commissioners were required by 
me to cause the same to be accurately surveyed, and the metes and 
hounds definitely set forth, (at the expense of the county ;) the 

uantity of land in said tract being thus ascertained at ninety-seven 
(37) acres, which, at five dollars per acre, (the price fixed in said 
Act.) amounting to four hundred and eighty-five dollars, (3485 00,) 
nas promptly paid by the treasurer of the county. Under the fur- 
ther provisions of the last recited act, I also confirmed to the pur- 
chasers and donees of town lots, in tie Oragon City claim, “sold or 
granted by Dr. John McLaughlin,” &c., as follows : To the trustees 
of the Oregon City College, lot No. 6, block No. 96; to Thomas J. 
Chase, assignee of Samuel Welch, lots Nos. 2 and 7, block 97 ; be- 
ing three lots so confirmed at the rate of five dollars each, (fixed in 
the act,) which added to the amount received from, the county, as 
above stated, makes a total of five hundred dollars ($500 00) re- 
ceived by reason of confirmations or sales made under the provisions 
of the act last above recited. f 
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An act of the last Assembly, entitled“ An act to authorize the 
university land commissioner to dispose of certain property,“ di- 
rected the sale, at public auction, of all the materials procured for 
the erection of a university at Corvallis. In pursuance of said act 
I gave notice in the newspaper doing the Territorial printing, “ of 
the time and place of sale, and on the 8th day of May, 1855, offered 
at public auction at the door of the court-rooms, (the District Court 
being then in session,) in the town of Corvallis, the materials pro- 
cured for a university. These materials, procured the precedin 
year by the building commissioners, I found to consist of 95,09 
brick, 120 perch stone, and a small quantity of lumber, (placed over 
the brick for protection ;) all of which had been delivered upon the 
ground or site contemplated for the erection of the university. After 
some effort at public outery, I succeeded in getting bids for the 
brick, at five dollars per thousand, and disposed of the entire quan- 
tity at that price to sundry purchasers ; failing to receive a bid for 
the stone on the first day of sale, and having given public notice for 
continuance of sale ta the following day, (May th.) several bidders 
appeared, which enabled me to dispose of the entire quantity for the 
sum of one hundred and eighty dollars ($180 00 ;) the. lumber I 
disposed of at ten dollars, ($10 00) cash m hand—the purchasers 
of’ brick and stone executing their notes, with security, for the, pay- 
-ment of the purchase money, as required by the act of the Assem- 
bly. EN 2 5 
An view of the probability that litigation would inevitably arise in 
the determination of the title to the Oregon ay claim, the. Leg- 
islative Assembly, at its Jast session, authorized the employment of 
counsel, if necessary. By authority of said act, I retained the zer- 
wices of A.- Campbell, Esq., on behalf: of the Territory, with the 
‘expectation of having legal proceedings instituted before the last term 
‘Of the district court in Clackamas county, but an inéffeotual attem 
to get up an agreed case” upon the facts, and a subséequent-fail- 
Are to procure additional requisite plats and other data in regard to 
“the town property in due time, compelled the attorney for the Terri- 
Tory to defer the matter to a subsequent term. Having been pnt in 
“possession of the information desired, it is contemplated pr i 
ithe matter tò a speedy termination, unless estopped by legislative:ih- 
‘terference;" and the fact that the sevens interests have alrendy 
been prejudiced by delay in reference to the gettlement ef all con- 
flicting claims upon that portion of the university lands, suggests 
the econonry‘of such continued action as shall- ensure an early an,jjẽ/Q

Thé law requires the deposit, quarterly, of all moneys and securi- 
ties coming into the hands of the university land commissioner, into 
the territorial treasury, and upon such deposit being made the com- 
missioner has no further control whatever of the funds, the same be- 
ing subject only to be drawn upon by the building commissioners, or. 
territorial auditor, for specifie purposes. The reports of the terri- > 
torial treasurer, for the last two years, will show that some amount of 
university fund has remained in the treasury; and as the same will 
not probably be required for the purposes designed in its creation, I 
would respectfully. suggest,the policy of enacting some law author- 
izing the loan of the fund at interest, the increase to be added to the 
principal, from time to time, or distributed for educational purposes, 
as in the judgment of the Assembly, shall be deemed advisable. 
The notes and mortgages heretofore deposited remainin part unliqui- 
dated, nor is any provision made by law, for enforcing their collection, 
the same being made payable, agreeably to law, to the university land 
commissioner and his successors, and required to be deposited with 

“ibe treasurer of the Territory; no mode being provided by which the 
commissioner or other officer is enabled to procure their payment. 
This condition of the notes and mortgages taken for deferred pay- 
ments upon sales of lands, is referred to especially, from the fact that 
the same are upon interest at seven per cent., when, if collected and 
loaned, a greater rate should obtain. . 

During the past year, I have offered for sale, no part of the two 
townships of 5 lands; deeming the same unnecessary, imprac-

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‘years earlier whilst sufficient quantities of v 
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ticable, and not demanded by the public intorests or consistent with a 
roper protection of tho university fund; first, because the last leg- 
islative assembly fixed the minimum price of the lands at four dollars 
per acro, which evidently was intended as prohibition ;' second, be- 
cause, upon inquiry, I ascertained that the building commissioners 
appointed, had not entered upon the discharge of their duties, conse- 
uently, no fund would-be required for building purposes; and far- 
er, because convinced that tho public interests required rather that 
due attention should be paid during the current year, to the selection 


- and proper protection of university lands, than their disposal. 


Tho Legislative Assembly, by act passed December, 1851, created 
a board of three commissioners to select the lands granted by Con- 
gress, to the Territory for university purposes. This board failing to 
organize, an amendatory act was passed at the following session, Jan- 
wary, 1858, substituting three other persons to fill the vacancies, who 
organized and entered upon the discharge of their duties. These 
commissioners, during the years, 1853 and 1854, selected lands which 
were approved by the surveyor general, to the amount of 20,684 59- 
100 acres. An act of the Legislature, passed January 1855, sup- 
plemental to the act creating the office of university land commissioner, 
abolished the aforesaid board and required the land commissioner, as 
speedily as practicable, to select a sufficient quantity of land to mako 
up the two townships donated by Congress. 

Two townships contain 46,080,00 acres of land; deducting from 
that quantity 20,634 59-100, selected by the board of commissioners, 
as above stated, during the two years of their official existence, gives 
25,445 41-100 acres still remaining to bo selected at the time that 
duty devolved upon the land commissioner; and it is to be regretted 
that the location of these lands had not been promptly made several 

aluablo lands remained 
yet unclaimed within the inhabited and surveyed portions of the Ter- 
ritory. Notwithstanding the fact, however, that but comparatively 
small quantities of lands were found vacant within the limits of tho 
ublic surveys, I have been enabled, by personal application, in avail 
ing myself of every source of information, and tho employment, (at 
my own expense,) of some assistance, to ascertain the locality and 
quality of vacant lands, which I have returned as university lands, 
amounting to near thirty thousand acres, of which it is quite proba- 
ble, sufficient is in a condition to be approved to fill the requisition for 
two townships. These lands have been selected principally along the 
base of the mountains and on the rivers adjacent to the settlements 
of the Willamette valley, in view of being or becoming valuable, on 
account of the timber upon them, as considerable portions of the oc- 
cupied lands in the vicinity aro more or less destitute of timber, so 
that the lands recently selected are of greater average value than was 
anticipated could be obtained, whilst tho cost to the Territory in their 
location, was materially reduced, as contrasted with the proportional 
expense of former selections. 
o provision having been made hy law, for keeping a record of the 
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university lands, I have procured, (without charge to the Territory,) 
a large and well bound blank book, with proper columns and headings, 
for entering the lands by townships frange, section, and subdivisions ; - 
also, the quantity of each tract, together with date of selection and 
approval; to which are added columns for the entry of tracts sold, 
with date, purchaser’s name, &c., by means of which a complete 
record of all the lands by tracts, with sales and other memorandum, 
can be perpetuated ın one volume, at a mere nominal expense; and if 
deemed advisable, this record might be legalized, making it convement 
for use, as evidence for any legitimate purpose connected with 
the university lands of the Territory. ` i

To His Excellency, Geo. L. Curry, Gov. of Oregon: 


Sin: — The operations of this department have necessarily been 
divided between the first 4nd second regiments. For the accommoda- 
tion of the first regiment, a hospital has been established at the 
Dalles of the Columbia, which is in charge of Dr. T. Aloysius 
Nicholson, surgeon. ; - 

Dr. Nicholson and Dr. R. W. Shaw, assistant surgeon, accompa- 
nied, in person, the forces in the field; Dr. Shaw taking charge in 
the expedition of Col. Nesmith’s command to the Yakima valley, a 
Dr. Nicholson, of that to the Walla Walla, under Col. Kelly; 
leaving the Dalles hospital in charge of Drs. Atkinsén, J. W. Mahon 
and W. J. O'Hara, acting assistant surgeons. 

Dr. Nicholson has communicated to this office, the proper field 
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report of the engagement of December Tth to lith, an abstract 
of which forms schedule A of this report. He has removed the 
wounded to the Dalles hospital, leaving Dr. R. W. Bates, acting 
assistant surgeon, in charge at camp Curry. Dr. Nicholson has 
subsequently ordered Dr. Sandford, assistant surgeon, to join the for- 
ces at camp Curry, which he has since done. 

I transmit, herewith, as schedule B, the quarterly report of the 
sick and wounded at Dalles hospital, for the quarter ending Dec. 31, 


1855. ‘ 

Dr. Shaw has failed to report to Dr. Nicholson, or to this office, 
any account of the expedition to the Yakima valley. - 
e The medical department of the 2d regiment is under the control of 
Dr. J. S. Melteeny, surgeon. He has in operation, four hospitals, 
which are located at Roseburg, Jacksonville, Fort Leland, and Fort 


anoys. 

I oan that the duties in the field and in the hospitals, have been 
performed by assistant surgeon Lucius Danforth, and acting assist- 
ant surgeons Dr. C. Brooks, Dr. A. G.-Henry, Dr. Edgar B. Stone, 
Dr. Patterson, Dr. E. E. Fiske, Dr. G. W. Greer, Dr. M. C. 
Barkwell, and Dr. E. W. Day; but in the absence of official infor- 
mation, I cannot state the position that each has occupied. 

The quarterly report of the sick and wounded of the 2d regiment 
of O. M. V’s, forms schedule C of this report. 

The accounts of supplies contracted for have not as yet been trans- 
mitted to this office to any considerable extent from any of the hos- 
pitals. Ihave, however, the honor to transmit as schedule D, a copy 
of a letter of Dr. M. C. Barkwell, A. S. S. B. O. M. V’s, being a 
statement of the expenses of the 2d regiment up to Dec. 25, 1855. 

With perhaps two exceptions, the surgeons entrusted with the sick 
and wounded, have discharged their duties in a most satisfactory 
manner. In corroboration of this, allow me to state that notwith- 
standing the large force in the field, and the sickness incident to 
heavy fatigue, not a man has been lost except from wounds, and all 
those have been doubtless subjected to the best possible treatment.

© To His Excellency, Geo. L. Curry, Governor of Oregon: 


Dear Sin: —In accordance with your instructions, I have the 
honor herewith to transmit to your Excellency, a copy of the pro- J 
ceedings of this department since your proclamation of October the 
11th and 15th, 1855, calling out the military forces of Oregon Ter- 
ritory, for the suppression of Indian hostilities in northern and south- 
ern Oregon, &., &e. d - 

Immediately upon the receipt of your note of the 11th October, 
directing subsistence to be furnished the northern regiment of 
mounted volunteers, an office for the commissary department was 
opened at Portland, and one month’s subsistence for that regiment, 
furnished without delay. On the 15th October, however, another 
proclamation was issued, directing two additional- battalions to 
be raised in southern Oregon, for the suppression of Indian hostilities 
in that region, accompanied with instructions to me to proceed with- 
out delay in person to Roseburg, the place of rendezvous, and furnish 
not only subsistence, but to discharge the duties of assistant Quarter 
Master General for the northern battalion of the southern division, 
until such times as the Quarter Master General could relieve me of 
that duty. In view of these facts Mr. Frank Goodwin was ap- : 
pointed assistant Commissary General for the northern army, with 
Instructions to furnish subsistence for that regiment and as faras I 
know, has proved himself possessed of that energy and attention to 
the wants of the army, without which no one ean be qualified for that 
station. Accompanying the report please find statement of accounts 

from that office, marked A, which includes all articles for which 
vouchers have been given tothe 10th Nov., inclusive. You will also 
find a report from the office at Roseburg, marked B, showing 
the amount and cost of subsistence furnished at that office up to the 
30th Nov., 1855, inclusive. i 

The duties devolving upon that office, incumbered as they were 
with that of the Quarter Master’s Department, was onorous in the os 
extreme. The accompanying statement marked C, shows the amount 
of business transacted for the latter denartment to the 30th Nov., 
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1855. These statements, including that of the Commissary’s Depart- 
ment, includes only those for which vouchers have been given, and 
there is still receipts from the purchasing agents for I doll no 
vouchers have been given, amounting to several thousand dollars, 
which has not yet reached the several offices and does not appear in 
this report. ‘The report from assistant Commissary General Wads- 
worth, who was directed to take charge of the Commissary’s office 
at Jacksonville, and furnish subsistence for the southern division of 


the southern army, has not yet been received. Directions have been 


given him to collect accounts and forward a statement to this office, 
without delay. The earliest opportunity will be taken to lay it be- 
fore your Excellence. : 

The rapidity with which everything had to be raised to furnish an 
army almost on the wing, to suppress the conflagration and massacres 
then going on in the Rogue river and other southern valleys of Ore- 
gon, by the hostile Indians, may be imagined when it is recollected 
that between the 15th of October, (the date of your proclamation,) 
and the 31st of that month, the northern battahon of the southern 
division had been furnished with subsistence and munitions of war, 
and partof that battalion actually engaged in a fight with the Indians 
on the Grave creek hills, on the 31st of October and 1st Nov., 1855, 
near two hundred and fifty miles from Portland, the place of issuing 
your proclamation. I mention these facts not in the spirit of com- 
plaint, but to show the necessity of dispatch and promptness in all 
the duties pertaining to the Commissary’s and Quarter Master’s 
office, and also the necessity of employing assistant purchasing 
agents, expressmen, &c., &c., whose acts cannot always, under such 
circumstances, be under the immediate inspection of the Commissary 
General, nor can it be expected that their acts can always conform to 
the army regulations; that work being only in the hands of the offi- 
cers in the regular army. Most of my purchases, however, for the 
Quarter Master’s Department, such as horses, mules, wagons, oxen, 
&c., have been made by sworn appraisers, taken from the best citi- 
zens and judges of property in the vicinity where the purchase was 
made. The extensiveravages of the grasshopper, in the Rogue river 
and Umpqua valleys, made it necessary to draw large supplies of 
forage from the Willamette valley. In view of this fact, more wag- 
ons, oxen and forage were absolutely required ‘than was first appre- 
hended. The great demand for these articles, as well as commis- 
sary stores, drawn from a settlement so scattered and sparse as that 
of Oregon, has somewhat increased their value and more or less em- 
barrassed this department. Should the war continue for several 
months longer without an appropriation by congress or funds to carry 
it on with, much difficulty will be encountered in the purchase of 
commissary stores in the Oregon market; most of the articles 
required commanding ready cash in this market and at good prices; 
and merchants hitherto furnishing on the faith of the government, 
have so reduced their stock as to furnish reluctantly, at higher rates 
and many decline on any terms, without ready cash, declaring the 
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government at all times -tardy in their payments, and. in some in- 
. stances, after having waited patiently for several years, have fotnd 


their accounts so changed and cut down as to destroy their profits. 


Under these circumstances, it may not be considered obtrusive of me 
to call your attention to: the fact that great relief would-be felt by this 


* 


department, and the entire community in Oregon, could am appropri- 
ation be speedily made to defray che expense of the war thus far in- 
curred,” Persons who now decline to furnish would then become bid- 
ders for goverhment contracts and at lower prices, greatly to the inter- 
est.of both government and citizens. These facts suggest themselves 
to me with great force, nor can I deubt they have equal force with one 
who has proved himself thus far, so fully competent 5 the 
present War and to guard at every point the interest of those engaged 
in it. er i :

The articles have all been forwarded to the Regimental Commis- 
sary at the Dalles, as fast as they could be obtained, with the ex- 
ception of flour and beef cattle. j 

There remains ten tons of flour to be forwarded, and the cattle 
are being killed and packed as fast as barrels can be obtained.

bes received af this office, will give a general report of the organization 
: condition, and movements of the volunteer forces, in the service 
of the Territory of Oregon. : . 
Some delay has been occasioned in submitting the report of this 
department, with the hope of embracing official returns of the move- 
ments and brilliant achievments of the first regiment of volunteers in 
the northern portion of the Territory; but up to this date no official 
reports or returns have been received at this office from any officer 
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connected with that regiment. The various changes and alterations 
which may have taken place in the several companies of- the regi- 
ments or battalions by resignations, transfers, deaths, discharges, or 
otherwise, I regrét to say that I am wholly unable to report, as with 
a single exception, (Co. C, Capt. Stafford, Ist regiment,) no stated 
mormthly returns of companies have been transmitted by the adjutants. * 

The companies composing the ist regiment of Oregon mounted 
volunteers, called into service by proclamation, dated October 11th, 
1855, were mustered as follows:

On the 18th day. of October, Capt. Jno. K. Lamerick, was ap- 
pointed by me mustering officer, for the purpose of mustering into 
service the companies constituting the two battalions called for 
by proclamation of the 15th October, 1855, for middle and southern 
Oregon. His report is herewith submitted and 1 have much pleasure 
in acknowledging the promptness and efficiency with which the duties 
assigned him have been discharged. ; 

The re-organization of the companies composing the northern and 
southern battalions into the 2d regiment, in pursuance of your pro- 
clamation of Noy. 21st, was perfected on the-7th of December, and 
commissions issued tö R. L. Williams, (Capt. Co. B, southern bat- 
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taljon,) as Colonel and to Wm. J. Martin, (Major i 
as Lieut. Colonel of the regiment, those officers having receiv. 
a majority of the votes given by the several companies.

Sır :— According to instructions received from you at Portland, 
Oct. 18, 1855, to muster into the service of the Territory of Oregon, 
two battalions of mounted volunteers, called for by the proclamation 
of his Excellency, Geo. L. Curry, dated Portland, Oct. 15, 1855, 
for the purpose of suppressing hostilities in middle and southern Or- 
egon, I proceeded at once to Eugene City, where, on the 28d of Oct., 
I mustered into the above service, the two companies called for from 
Lane county; company A, consisting of 87 men, rank and file, com- 
manded by Capt. Joseph Bailey; company B, consisting of ninety- 
eight men, rank and file, commanded by Capt. Labon Buoy, and on 
the 24th day of October, the company from Linn county, were also 
mustered in, consisting of one hundred and eleven men, rank and file, 
under the command of Capt, Jonathan, Keeney. As active and 
prompt movements were expected, I ordered these companies to march 
at once to the rendezvous at Roseburg, for the purpose of electing a 
Major to command, and I am happy to state that officers and 
men obeyed With great alacrity and reached Roseburg, on the third 
day from Eugene City. l , 

Company A, commanded by Capt. Bailey, being one day in 
advance of companies B and C, gallantly hastened to the assistance 
of the volunteers south of the Canyon, who were there fighting the 
enemy on the Grave creek hills. The Douglas county company had 
enrolled and elected Capt. Samuel Gordon, and proceeded forthwith, 
to the assistance of the citizens south of the Canyon, and were also 
in the fight on the Grave creek hills. r 

The Umpqua companies not having organized and the Douglas 
county company being in the field, I proceeded to Jackson county to 
muster in the southern battalion. Many of the citizens in this 
county were in the field against the enemy as militia, under the com- 
mand of Col. John E. Ross, and a great number were on detached 
service, at different posts, guarding the settlements, and some delay 
Was necessary to collect those men’as well as to inform the different 
Captains, who were then in the field, that they might repair to a place 
of rendezvous. The men assembled at Vandis' ferry, on Rogue 
river, and on the 10th of November, I mustered into the service of

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the Territory the southern battalion, consisting of the following 
companies : ~ 2 

Company A, commanded by Capt. E. A. Rice, consisting. of 
ninety-four men, rank and file. . i 

Company B, commanded by Capt. Robert L: Williams, consisting 
of one hundred and twenty-eight men, rank and file. 

Company C, commanded by Capt. W. A. Wilkinson, consisting of 
seventy-three men, rank and file. — — 

Company D, commanded by Capt. M. F. Alcorn, consisting of 
ninety-two men, rank and file. — 

I ‘then hastened to Roseburg, for the purpose of mustering in the 
Douglas and Umpqua county companies, and on the 24th of Novem- 


ber, I mustered the Umpqua county company, E, consisting of 


ninety-two men, rank and file, commanded by Capt. W. W. Chap- 
man, and on the same day the Douglas county company, D, consist- 
ing of ninety men, rank and file; this making the northern battalion 
consist of 478 men, rank and file, and the southern of 387 men, rank 
and file; making the entire volunteer force in the field, in southern 
Oregon, 865 men, nearly all of them experienced soldiers and 
well acquainted with Indian character; some òf whom are already 
not unknown to fame, having distinguished themselves in former wars 
with these and other Indians. i — 
The better to facilitate the business, I employed a clerk to make 
out the muster rolls, as most of the time the Captains had no writing 
materials and very seldom could find anything but a stump of a tree 
to use as a desk. A copy of each company’s roll, I have forwarded 


to. your office and caused one to be given to each Captain, and also 


retained one copy of each roll for myself. Accompanying this 
report you will receive the entire copies of every company in the 2d 
regiment of Oregon mounted volunteers. ~ j Too’

Sm':— The northern battalion of the southern division of Oregon 
mounted volunteers, called into service by the proclamation of His 
Excellency, Geo. L. Curry, of the date of 15th October, .1855, was 
organized at the rendezvous at Roseburg, on the 30th ult., in accor- 
dance with the Governor’s proclamation. The place Which I have 
selected for the head-quarters of the battalion under my command, is 
situated on the road leading from Umpqua to Jacksonville, about forty- 
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18 miles south of Roseburg, and about seven miles north of Grave 
creek. 
The following named companies are now now in service in the bat- 
talion under my command, viz : f » 
One from, Linn county, under command of Capt. Jonathan Keeney. 
One from Lane county, under command of Capt. Buoy. 
One from Lane county, under command of Capt. Bailey. 
One from Douglas county, of about seventy five men, under com- 
mand of Capt. Gordon.

The last named company is not yet mustered in by Capt. Lamerick. 


Capt. Gordon left the rendezvous at Roseburg, on the 28th ult., prior 
to the arrival of Capt. Lamerick at the rendezvous, and prior to the 
organization of the battalion. Capt. G. reached the Grave creek 
hills with his company in time to participate in the engagement with 
the Indians of the 31st of October and Ist of November. Capt. 
Bailey also left the rendezvous on the-28th ult., and was engaged 
with his command in the battle of the Grave creck hills, of the 31st 
ult. ‘and 1st inst. Í

From the report of Col. Ross, you will learn that the militia under 
his command has suffered severely, as also the U. S. dragoons under 
Capt. A. J. Smith. In my opinion, the force now in the field in the 
southern part of the Territory, is wholly inadequate to the present 
emergency. I would suggest that a call be made for another com- 
pany of mounted volunteers, to be raised in some of the ‘Counties 
north of the Calapdoia mountains to be added to the battalion under 
my command. F have authorized the Captains of the several com- 
panies in,my battalion, to increase their companies to the number of 
one hundred and ten men each. It is unlikely that Capt. Gordon 
will be able to ‘increase the present number of his company. No 
company is yet enrolled in Umpqua county, and it is not hkely that 
a company can be raised in that county. i ' 

Inthe absence of regular army surgeons of the United States, I 
have employed Drs. Lucius Danforth, Eugene R. Fiske, M. D 
Siuggett, A. W. Patterson, and S. Hamilton, to act as surgeons of 
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the battalion. I have appointed J. W. Drew, adjutant of my

Sır :—Herewith I have the honor to submt to you a detailed 
account of the operations of the northern battalion, southern division 
Oregan mounted volunteers under my command since my report 
of Nov. 3d. ; 

. After the battle of the Grave creek hills, in which a small portion 
of my command participated, a want of supplies compelled Col. Ross, 
commanding the ninth regiment Oregon militia, and Capt. Smith, of 
the regulars, to withdraw their forces from this point. Whilst mak. 
ing every preparation to renew the attack upon the Indians, in their 
recent strong hold, it was ascertained that they had abandoned. their 
position, and. from the best information that could be obtamed, I was 
led to believe, had removed further to the westward and probably 
taken up a position somewhere on the head waters of the Coquille, in 
the big bend of Cow creek, or possibly in the lower Rogue river 
country. In either event their proximity to the thickly settled. dis- 
tricts on the south side of the South Umpqua river, and the great 
exposure of this portion of Umpqua valley, determined me to detail 
a sufficient force from the several companies under my.command, to 
occupy positions to check any demonstrations of the enemy in this 
quarter.. For this purpose, Capt. Bailey, company A, of Lane 
county, was orderéd to proceed to Camas prairie, on the waters of 
the Coquille, a point easily accessible to the Umpqua valley, and 
commanding the nearest and best trails from the coast as well as that 
leading across the Umpqua mountains to lower Rogue river. apt. 
Gordon, of the Douglas company, was ordered to occupy a position 


on Cow creek, about eight miles above the mouth of that stream, in, 


order to protect the settlements in that quarter from the incursions 
of the Cow creek Indians, who had so recently committed such out- 
rages upon the road. between the Canyon and Grave creek.- Lieut. 
T. W. Prath, with a detachment of the same company, was ordered 
for the present, to proceed up the north Umpqua, to keep an eye upon 
a small band of Indians who were reported to be in that quarter. 

_ Under the proclamation of the Governor, authorizing the organiza- 
tion of two southern battalions, one cardinal object was-to keep open 
the line of ae aa from the valleys of the Willamette and 
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Umpqua, south of the California line. For this purpose, Capt. 
Keeney’s company, of Linn county, was stationed at camp Bailey, 
about five miles south of the crossing of Cow creek, with orders to 
protect the road from the latter point to Grave creek. For a similar 
object, Capt. Buoy’s company, B, of Lane county, was stationed at 
the south end of the Canyon; Capt. Elliff, with orders to keep open 
the communication from this post to the Grave creek crossing. Such 
was the disposition of my force on the 10th of November, with head 
quarters at camp Bailey. No immediate movement could be made 
against the Indians, as it was quite uncertain where they were to be 
found since their departure from the Grave creek hills. Had I ever 
been in possession of this information there was not ten days’ rations 
on the line from Roseburgh to head-quarters. My first object was 
therefore to bring up supplies for a winter campaign if necessary. 
On the 17th of November, I. received an express dispatch from 
, Major Bruce, commanding the Southern Battalion, Southern Division 
O. M. Vols., informing me that the Indians had made their appear- 
ance on Jump-off-Joe, and were supposed to be in force somewhere on 
the waters of that stream, and requesting me to co-operate with him 
With all my available force. I immediately ordered up a detachment 
of thirty-five men from Capt. Bailey’s company, and forty from 
Capt. Chapman’s company, of Umpqua Cq, having been notified 
that this company was now in the field and ready to move. With 
Capt. Bailey’s detachment, I proceeded to Camp Venois, head-quar- 
ters of the Southern Battalion. In the mean time, Capt. Williams, 
commanding a company in Maj. Bruce’s command, had fallen in with 
and routed a small band of Indians near the mouth of Jump-off-Joe, 
supposed to be the force which had given the alarm a few days be- 
fore, and to which Maj. Bruce referred in his dispatch of the 17th. 
In a conference with Maj. Bruce, and Capt. Judah, of Fort Jones, 
Cal., it was determined to move our whole available force down 
Rogue River, under a clear conviction that the enemy had proceeded ` 
in that direction. Whilst I fully concurred in this as the most ad- 
isable course to pursue, I was fully aware of the difficulties and 
hazards of a campaign at thia season, across the mountains covered 
with snow, and lable within a few hours at any time during the 
rainy season, to be blocked up to an extent to Far the transit either 
of mèn or supplies. But no alternative was left but to do this, or 
go into winter quarters. The latter course could not be entertained 
for a moment, until one attempt had been made to strike an effectual 
blow against the enemy. To embarrass the movements of the bat-- 
talion under my immediate command still further, notwithstanding 
my own exertions and those of the quartermaster’s department, sup- 
plies had come forward barely fest enough to subsist the men and 
animals from day to day. I was therefore compelled to draw upon 
the Quartermaster of the southern battalion for ten days’ rations. 
Arrangements being completed for our march on the morning of the” 
20th of November, two companies of the southern battalion, Capts. 
Williams and Alcorn’s, were ordered to proceed down the south side 
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of Rogue River, crossing the mountains which separate that stream 
from Illinois Valley, and join the main body of our forces somewhere 
in the vicinity of Little Meadows. Two companies of the northern 
battalion, under Capts. Keeney and Buoy, had already proceeded 
down Grave Creek in advance of the main force. On the 21st, the 
residue of our force, consisting of Capts. Rice and Wilkerson’s com- 
panies, under Maj. Bruce, one company of regulars, under Capt. 
Judah, and a detachment of company A, of Lane county, under 
Capt. Bailey of my own battalion, took = the line of march from 
my headquarters at Camp Leland. Near the close of the first days’ 
march, I discovered three or four Indians on an elevated point of a- 
mountain overlooking our route, which I then supposed, as it after- 
wards proved, to be a scouting party. Soon after camping an alarm 
was given, and instant preparation made for an attack, caused by 
one of our guards, posted on the hill to guard the animals, firing 
upon and probably wounding one of this party. 

Our second days march, across n very elevated ridge from Grave 
Creek to the mouth of Whiskey Creek, on Rogue River, was one of 
great difficulty, and attended with much fatigue, both to the men 
and their animals. Capts. Buoy and Keeney had reached here the 
day before. From the reports of the scouts, as well as from the ap- 
pearance of s recent encampment at this place, I was no longer in 
doubt that the Indians were either retiring before our forces, or con- 
centrating their strength at some point in the vicinity of the Mead- 
ows. We therefore determined to push forward to that point, not- 
withstanding the shortness of our supplies, for two reasons the hope 
of soon falling in with the enemy, and the assurance of our guides 
that an abundance of grass would be found there-for our animals. 
Accordingly, early on Saturday, the 24th of November, our forées 
were toiling to the summit of the narrow divide which leads from-the 
mouth of Whiskey Creek to the Little Meadows, a distance of 12 
or 14 miles. Our progress was much impeded by the thick growth 
of low brushwood that covers the summit of the mountain, and the 
fallen timber ‘across the trail. In descending the mountain, just be- 
fore reaching camp, the attention of Capt. Judah, who led the ad- 
vance, was arrested by the appearance of a camp on the river to his 
left, some five or six miles. Upon consultation with the guides, 
Capt. Judah was informed that it was the point where Capt Williams 
poe referred to) would strike the river in crossing the mountains 
rem Illinois Valley. The number and character of the tents con- 
firmed the impression of the guides that this detachment had reached 
the river in advance of us. About sundown we encamped upon s 
small table land or jog in the mountains, which here, and for many 
miles below, sweeps down to the river with a gentle declivity, and 
covered with a luxuriant growth of grass denominated the Meadows. 
It was determined to remain here -until the location. of the Indians 
could be certainly ascertained. Accordingly, early on the following 
morning scouts were dispatched up and down the river to discover 
their whereabouts, or ány recent traces of their movements. Much 
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10 our surprise, about 10 o’clock, the detachment of Capt. Williams 
and Alcorn was discovered descending the mountain on our trail of 
yesterday, having erossed Rogue River at the mouth of Whiskey 
Creek, some three hours after the main body left camp at that point. 
The doubt as to the character of our neighbors in the canyon above, 
was at once cleared up. Thos. East, the scout who had been dis- 
patched down the river, returned early in.the afternoon, bringing no 
information except having discovered a few moccasin tracks, all lead- 
ing up the stream. On a consultation with Major Bruce, Capt. Ju- 
“dah, of the regulars, and the captains of the several companies, a 
plan of attack was arranged for the following morning, Nov. 26th, 
subject in the meantime to be modified by the report of Re S. Belk- 
nap and James P. Barns, the spies who had ascended the river. It 
was near daylight of the next.day after their departure, before their 
return, in consequence of which I felt some little apprehension for 
their safety. They had succeeded in approaching closely upon the 
Indians, by descending a sharp spur of the mountains fronting di- 
rectly: upon their encampment, on the opposite side of the river. A’ 
this point could only be gained safely after dark, the number of the 
Indians, or the character of the fortifications upon which they were 
evidently engaged, could not be determined. That they were fully 
apprised of our presence, and making every preparation for defence, 
Was not doubted. The position of the Indians was one of great 
natural strength. From the mouth of Whiskey Creek to the Mead- 
ows, the river threads its way at the bottom of a deep and uninter- 
rupted canyon, formed on the south side of the river by a mountain 
running parallel to its course, very precipitous, and for the most part 
- covered with a heavy growth of fir and pine, so thickly set with 
undergrowth as scarcely to be penetrated. On the north side the 
river is lined with a succession of serrated points or spura, thrown 
off at right angles to the river from the ridge which our forces had 
traversed in reaching the meadows. To reach the river in the neigh- 
borhood of the Indians, from ‘the north, by descending along the bot- 
tom of-one of the intervening gorges, was impossible; to do so by 
descending the spur fronting the hostile camp, before referred to, our 
at pronounced a work of extreme difficulty, and barely practi- 
cable. + 
Capt. Judah had brought forward from Fort Lane, with great 
difficulty, a mountain howitzer with twenty rounds of shot and shell, 
which, in the hands of this experienced officer, could not fail to be 
very effective if a position could be gained to bring the Indians works 
within range of the gun. In this particular, Capt. Judah was left 
ta the guidance of his own judgment, with the assurance on the part 
of Major Bruce and myself, of any support which he might need in 
addition to hig force of regulars. Our first intention was to move 
under cover of night, but the guides were of the opinion that it would 
be impossible for the men to work their way in darkness across the 
gorges and through the dense undergrowth which covered the moun- 
tains for. five or six miles—the distance to be traversed from a point 
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opposite to our camp to the bar on which the Indians had fortified 
themselves. Our plan of attack was therefore to be put in execu- 
tioni as at first arranged. Maj. Bruce, with a force of about three 
hundred men, compesed of the four companies of his own battalion, 
and one company—Capt. Keeney’s—of the northern battalion, was 
to cross the river at the most. practicable point nearly opposite the 
camp—once across, to extend his line as far up the mountain as pos- 
sible, his left—Keeney’s company—vresting on the river, and Capt. 
Williams formed his right. : é 

In this order he was to proceed-up-the river, and if successful in 
reaching the neighborhood of the Indians by a flank movement of bis 
tight to enclose their camp. At the same time myself with the res- 
idue of my battalion, about one hundred men, companies A and B, 
Capts. Bailey and Buoy, accompanied by Capt. Judah, with the 
howitzer-and fifty regulars were to retrace our last day’s march, 
about six miles, at that point making a sharp turn to the right along 
the ridge which would lead us to the spur overlooking the village be- 
fore referred to. We were informed that the mules used to transport 
the howitzer could travel within a half or three-quarters of a mile of 
the break of the ridge overlooking the river. At this place the sum- 
mit of the mountain became so narrow and irregular as to admit of 
the passage of the men only by hewing steps in the shelving cliffs and 
broken arm of the ridge, and where a misstep would send the unfor- 
tunate footman to certain destruction. The point once reached the 
descent: was almost equally difficult. Capt. Judah, in the face 
of these obstacles, was determined nevertheless to make the sttempt 
to reach the only position where his piece would command the entire 
encampment of the Indians; and if found practicable, I had deter- 
mined to throw a part of my force across the river under cover 
of the howitzer and thus in conjunction with Major Bruce, to attack 
them in front and rear. The two divisions left camp early on 
the morning of the 26th and proceeded as rapidly as possible to their 
respective points of operation. About 2 o’clock in the afternoon, 
having reached a position that commanded a view of the river 
and Canyon where Maj. Bruce was to cross. I was first advised by 
the report of fire-arms at short intervals, of the opposition which his 
division had met with in attempting to cross theriver. My first im- 
pression was that he had gained the timber on the opposite bank and 
was pushing skirmishing parties of the Indians before him towards 
the bar. It was near sundown when Capt. Judah and myself 
reached the point where we were to leave the transport mules. In 
the mean time the firing below had much increased and the appear- 
ance of small detachments of Bruce’s command still on the north 
bank and a body of Indians swarming around à signal fire in plain 
view of us on a small open ridge that led down the river on the south 
side about a mile below the ranches gave me pretty, sure intimation 
that Maj. Bruce had -been attacked in attempting.to cross. Just at 
dark an express arrived from him confirming our worst fears, by in- 
forming us that he had been attacked in attempting to cross, and re- 
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questing that Capt. Judah might return with the gun and cover 
a second attempt. It is due to Maj. Bruce, here to say that the ex- 
pressman totally misapprehended his message; that his object was 
only to notify myself and Capt. Judah; that he had been unable to 
proceed as anticipated; that no request was sent either for the gun 
or reinforcements. i , 

As any attempt to descend the mountain and make an attack from 
this side would be hazardous and fruitless, without co-operation on the 
other, I was reluctantly compelled to return to camp; as, many 
of the men were much fatigued from the day’s march. I left Capts. 
ae ea Buoy encamped upon the mountain. Capt. Judah and 
myself reached camp some hours after midnight, where we found 

aj. Bruce, who had reached camp with his wounded soon after 
dark. For a detailed account of the operations of his division 
at the river, you will please see his report. Capt. Keeney, of my 
battalion, lost one man killed and one wounded. The remainder of 
the northern. battalion reached camp early on the following day. Our 
field operations had now reached a crisis. Some movement was to be 
made and made quickly, either to make another attempt to dislodge 
the enemy or to retire to some point in reach of supplies. 

There were but three day’s rations in camp on the 27th of Nov., 
and every appearance of an approaching storm. In the haste with 
which my command had been brought from the different posts on the 
call of Major Bruce, most of the tents and camp equipage had been 
left behind. The men had been in active service since the date 
of their being called into the-field, performing hard marches across 
mountains through rain and snow, and throwing themselves down at 
night without shelter or covering but their blankets, and poorly pro- 
vided with those. Many were without shoes or boots and without 
clothing to protect them and scarcely enough to cover their nakedness. 

To pursue the first course, under the most favorable circumstances 
and with the greatest possible success that we could anticipate, 
would in any event, throw upon our hands from 50 to 75 wounded 
men, To transport these across the mountains was impossible; to 
provide for such a contingency, by bringing up supplies to subsist a 
post at the meadows during the winter season, was therefore a first 
and paramount object. 

Maj. Bruce and Capt, Judah, in view of these considerations, had 
already, on the 25th inst., sent an express to Fort Lane and camp 
Vanoy, to hasten forward supplies. With a similar object, on the. 
28th, I dispatched Adjutant R. E. Stratton, with an escort of forty 
men under Capt. Bailey, the escort upon reaching Grave creek, to 
return with such trains as might be in readiness at that point. It 
was therefore determined to remain in our present position until the 
last moment. Mr. Stratton bore orders to Capts. Gordon and 
Chapman, to repair with their respective companies 1 
to the meadows, Under an apprehension that the Indians, who we 
known to be somewhore on the waters of the Coquille or Cow creek, 
might make a descent upon the settlements of the Umpqua, Mr. 
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Stratton was left with discretionary orders for those. companies 3 to 
retain them in the Umpqua if thought advisable. The precaution 
was found not unnecessary. On the 3d day of December, a small 


party of the Cow Creeks attacked the settlements on the west of the - 


South Umpqua, near Looking Glass prdirie, burning fifteen houses 
which had been abandoned by the inhabitants, killing a large amount 
of stock and destroying other property. On the morning of the 4th 
they were attacked by a small party of citizen volunteers supported 
by a detachment of company A, under sergeant Hoiland, and com- 
pletely routed them with two of their number killed ‘and several 
known to have been wounded. One Mr. Price was wounded in 
defence of his horse from the Indians, on the 3d; assistant Quarter 
Master General Castleman, severely in the attack upon the Indians 
on the 4th. My order to Capt. Chapman reached him at Graye 
creek. He immediately pushed on to the Meadows, escorting the 
only supply train, (Mr. Foster’s,) in readiness at that point. I may 
here say that my battalion was much indebted for supplies to this 
active and efficient train-master. Capt. Chapman arrived at the 
Meadows on the 31st, bringing the intelligence to Capt. Judah, that 
Capt. Smith, of Fort Lane, to whom he had sent for supplies, had 
come as far as the foot of the first mountain on the trail from camp 
Leland, from which point, owing to the lateness of the season, 
the inclemency of the weather, and with a thorough knowledge 
of the country he had to traverse, he deemed it too hazardous to pro- 
ceed further. Upon the receipt of this intelligence, Capt. Judah re- 
luctantly announced his intention to return to Grave creek. 

The snow was now falling rapidly and the supplies which the last 
train brought were barely sufficient to provision the men to camp Le- 
land. Much as we regretted the course, necessity compelled Major. 
Bruce and myself also, to return to our respective head-quarters. 
Owing to a doubt as to seniority of commission, neither Major Bruce 
nor myself had felt authorized to assume the command of the regi- 
ment; yet, our intercourse with each other and with Capt. Judah, of 
the regulars also, has been cordial and satisfactory. Since my last 
report, Adjutant J. W. Drew, has resigned and R. E. Stratton was 
appointed to fill the place on the 20th of Nov. I. N. Smith, Esq., 
and Mr. W. G. Hill have rendered me much assistance from time to 
time, as my aids. No important movement has taken place since my 
arrival at head-quarters. My only object being to make such dispo- 


sition of my command as to best protect the rosd and settlements - 


until such time as the Colonel of the regiment shall be elected under 
order of the Governor, of the — day of November.

To E. M. Barnum, Adjutant General: 


On the 10th day of November, 1855, four companies of the Ore- 
g n militia under Col. Ross, to-wit: Capt. James Bruces, Capt. R. 
„Williams', Capt. W. A. Wilkinson’s, and Capt. M. T. Alcorn’s, 
came forward and were mustered into the service of the Territory, 
by Jno. K. Lamerick, mustering officer, under the Governor’s pro- 
clamation of Oct. 15th, 1855, to constitute the Sduthern Battalion 


‘of Oregon Mounted Volunteers. An election was thereupon held, 


and Capt: James Bruce was elected Major of this battalion. 

Maj. Bruce proceeded immediately to send out scouts and spies, 
making ready for a campaign into the mountains. On the 17th of 
November, scouts fell in with a small party of the enemy, had a 
fight and killed five or six. Indians; got one man mortally wounded. 

On the 19th November, Maj. Bruce, with a part of his battalion, , 
marched up Applegate, in company with Capt. Judah and his com- 

any, from Fort Jones, U. S. regulars, but finding no signs of In- 

ians, they returned to head-quarters on the 20th of Noy. On the 
2ist, Maj. Bruce ordered Capt. Williams’ and Capt. Alcorn’s com- 
panies to go down on the west side of Rogne river, while Maj. Bruce, 
with Capt. Rice’s and Wilkinson's companies marched for the Mead- 
ows, on the east side of the river, by the way of Grave creek, 
accompanied by Capt. Judah and Maj. Martin; on the 24th Nov., 
arrived at the Meadows, and at day-light of the 25th, sent out spies 
both up and down the river; late in the night the spies returned and 
reported the Indians, (200 or 800 strong,) six miles above, camped 
on a bar on Rogue river, and very difficult of access. On the morn- 


ing of the 26th, the plan of attack having been already made, Capt. 


Judah, with 46 regulars, and Maj. Martin, with 100 volunteers, 
marched round on a ridge up the river to take a position opposite the 
Indian camp, while Major Bruce, with 286 volunteers, Capts. Will- 
iams-and Alcorn having joined him, were to cross the river on a raft, 
surround if possible the Indian camp, and give a signal agreed upon, 
when Capt. Judah was to open a fire upon them from his howitzer. 
At 20 minutes past 12 o’clock, Maj. Bruce was fired upon while put- 
ting the raft into the water on which to cross ; the Indians being con 
cealed in thick timber and under brush on the opposite side of the 
river, no appearance of them could be seen for some time. 
The men sought shelter and continued to defend themselves until 
dark. On the next day all the forces returned to camp without ac- 
complishing anything. It was then decided to send out an express 
for supplies and a reinforcement of volunteers; regulars from Fort 
Lane were also sent for. On the first of December, an express from 
Capt. Smith, of Fort Lane, to Capt. Judah, arrived informing the 
latter officer that he, (Capt. Smith) had reached a point 12 miles be 
low the Grave creek house and could get no further upon the moun- 
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tains by reason of the rain and snow, and that in a few days more 
the mountains would be impassable.” A council of war was then held 
and it was decided to march early in the morning, to head-quarters. 
On the 4th of December, all the forces arrived at the Grave creek 
house, where the Governor’s proclamation uniting the two battalions 
into a regiment and ordering the election of Colonel and Lieut. Col., 
were received. ` 

On the 5th, Major Bruce, with his command, returned to head- 
quarters, (Vanoys,) and on the 6th held an election. On the 7th the 
several companies were ordered to different points in tue valley where * 
grass could be obtained for animals — it being impossible to procure 
hay—as well as for protection to the settlements m different parts of

Your _commissicn as 
Colonel, is also herewith transmitted; you having received a majority 
of the votes given by the several companies composing the regiment. 

The result of the recent skirmishes against the hostile Indians en- 
camped on Rogue river, and the great danger to be apprehended to q 
the settlements ın Southern Oregon, from renewed attacks by 
the bands of savages infesting that portion of our country, require 
the utmost promptness on your part in efficiently organizing the reg- , 
iment now under your command. 

Lieut. Col. W. J. Martin, late Major of the northern battalion, 
has received his commission and will report the disposition he has al- 
ready malle of the forces under his command and await further 
orders from you. The present unprotected condition of the main 
road connecting the Umpqua with the Rogue river valleys through the 
Canyon, will particularly demand your attention. The number 
of private travelers and pack-trains of merchandise which are daily 
passing along the road, indicate the necessity of immediately sending 
detachments of volunteers to be stationed at seyeral posts upon the 
route. s ` 

The transmission of commissary stores and ammunition, which will — 
be required to pass over that road, from time to time, will also indi- 
cate the necessity of keeping a considerable force in that section dis- 
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tributed at Eliff’s, Smith’s, on Cow creek, Fort Bailey, Fort Leland, 
and at some post between the latter place and r river. 

In the present inclement state of the winter and the great scarcity 
of forage throughout that section of the country, infested by the en- 
emy, I would suggest the propriety of ordering those volunteers who 
may he there engaged, to be dismounted and their horses sent to 
neighboring valleys for pasture. 

Two companies of volunteers, Capt. Bouy’s and Capt. Keeney’s 
are at the present time, encamped at the northern end of the Canyon, 
and will be the most readily available force for.the protection of that 
section above indicated. ~ 

The plan of operation for a campaign towards the speedy chastise- 
ment of those savages who have committed the outrages upon 
our people in Southern Oregon, will necessarily be left very much to 

Four own discretion. You will keep the Commander-in-chief fully 
advised from time to time, of -your operations and success.

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The officers who may be chosen to the command of these battalions 
as soon as they are mustered into the field, will therefore employ 
their respective commands in protecting the settlements in those sec- 
tions from which they have been raised and at the same time will 
keep open the line of communication between the Umpqua and 
Rogue river valleys. Their movements for these objects must neces- 
sarily be left very much to their own discretion. For the purpose of 
effectually chastising the savages, who have.perpetrated the merciless 
outrages in their midst, they will treat all Indians as enemies who do 
not show unmistakable signs of friendship and deal with them accor- 
dinglyg and they will also bear in mind that so far as is practicable, 
a concert of action will be maintained with the United States forces 
that may be engaged in that section of the Territory. No change 
in the plan of operations for carrying on a Vigorous War against the 
Indians at the north will be made in consequence of the call for 
a battalion from the south.

achieye the object of the campaign, and the utmost confidence is re-

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To His Excellency the President of the United States : 


Your Memorialists, the Legislature of this Territory, respectfully 
represent—that early in October last, the people of Oregon and 
Washington Territories were startled by a general outbreak among 
nearly all of the Indian tribes in the western and middle portions of 
those territories. These hostilities, unprovoked on the part of the 
whites, were characterized by the usual modes of Indian warfare : an 
indiscriminate slaughter of all our citizens who fell into their hands, 
without regard to age, sex, or condition; and the pillaging and burn- 
ing of dwellmgs, and the destruction of property. The people, in 
the most defenseless parts of the country, alarmed by the danger to 
which they were exposed, called upon the Governor of this Territory 
for that protection which they had a right to ask. We are happy to 
suy that this ery for relief was not unheeded by the Governor, and that 
ou.’ citizens with a promptness and zeal which a sense of danger alone 
could call forth, volunteered to go out in defense of their country. 
Leaving their homes, and the various avocations in which they were 
engaged, they have nobly discharged their duties under many adverse 
and trying circumstances, and are still in the heart of the enemy’s 
country, which they have conquered. 

Tn this distressing state of affairs, and while the Oregon volunteers 
were surrounded by hostile Indians, it ‘was with no little satisfaction 
that your memorialists, as well as the people of Oregon, hailed tlie 
arrival in this country, of Maj. Gen. John E. Wool, of the United 
States army. His past services had led us to hope that he would at 
once have sent the forces under his command, to the assistance and 


relief of our volunteers, who were desirous of returning to their 


homes. ` : 

It is with regret, we confess, that in this respect our hopes have 
beén disappointed. It is with regret that we are compelled to say, 
that Gen. Wool has hitherto remained inactive and refused to send 
the United States troops to the relief of the volunteers, or to supply 
them with arms and ammunition in their time of need. That he has 
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gone into winter quarters, and left the settlements exposed to the 
ravages of our enemies. That he has removed the greater portion 
of his troops from the Indian territory to Vancouver, a military post i 
remote from the scenes of war, and that too, while our volunteers , 
were threatened by an overwhelming force of Indians. That he re- 
fused to go to the relief of a number of our citizens who had settled 
in the valley of the Walla Walla, and who had fled from their homes 
for safety. And that he refused to send any of the forces under his 
command to protect the people in southern Orezon, whose lives and 
property were almost daily being destroyed or endangered by the 
Indians. 1 

Vour memorialists would have borne all these grievances in silence, 
and left these public acts and omissions of Gen. Wool to the just 
judgment of the people of Oregon and Washington Territories, and 
to the approval or disapproval of the proper officers of the United 
States government : 

But so it is, that Gen. Wool, not content with the inactive and 
inefficient course which he has hitherto thought propewto pursue in 
this war, has departed from his inactive policy, only to censure the 
Governor and people of this Territory for their commendable zeal in 
defending their country, and to thwart their efforts to procure sup- 
plies for the Oregon volunteers now in the field. Instead of offering 
aid and encouragement to our people, he has shown a disgraceful ac- 
tivity in his endeavors to persuade our merchants and those of Cali- 
forma, not to furnish ammunition and supplies for our volunteers in 
this their trying time of need. Instead of attending to the duties. 
of his high office, he has become an intermeddler -between the - 
people of Oregon and the government of the United States, and pub- 
liely declared that his influence will be exerted to prevent the pay~ 
ment by the United States, of the just claims incurred in the prose- 
cution of this war., Therefore, as your memorialists, as well a8 the 
peoplo of Oregon, have lost all confidence in the willingness of Gen. 

ool to assist and defend them in their present Indian difficulties, 
they most respectfully ask that he may be recalled from the command 
of the Military Department of the Pacific, and your memorialists 
will ever pray, &c. f 
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PREAMBLE 


To the Net providing for taking the sense of the people of this 
Territory, relative to forming a State Government. à 


yl 
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, Impressed with the belief that u necessity now exists for the form- 
ation of a State government, we, the Legislative Assembly of Oregon 
Territory, respectfully submit to the people, some of the many rea- 
gons which move us again to submit the question to a vote of our fel- 
low-citizens : : 

Since the last annual election, many changes have occurred in our 
condition, materially affecting this question. At that time, compar- 
atively little attention had been drawn to that portion of our Terri- 
tory east of the Cascade mountains, and for all that then ap 3 
it was likely to remain for a time, but napa inhabited. But since 
that time, mines have been discovered on the Pen d' Dreille and other 
tributaries of the upper Columbia, and though the first accounts 
of these discoveries were greatly exaggerated, and consequent led 
to disappointments and distrust, still it is firmly the opinion of this 
assembly, that rich deposits of gold have already been discovered in 
that section of the country, which only await for development the suc- 
cessful termination of our present Indian difficulties in that quarter. 

It is also the opinion of this assembly, that rich deposits of the 
precious metals have been discovered within the county of Wasco ; 
and this opinion js based upon no fabulous representations of inter- 
ested . speculators, for an application has already been made to 
this assembly, for the exclusive privilege of working newly discovered 
mines in that county, and indeed a quantity of a compound recently 


discovered in said county, has been assayed, which contained sixty 


cents of gold to the ounce, and is said, by the assayer, to be 
the richest compound with which he was ever acquainted. 

These discoveries of the precious metals, together with the other 
great natural resources of the country for agricultural and pastural 
purposes, Will, in our opinion, induce its speedy settlement; and un- 
less we now enter without delay into the Union, as a Sovereign State 

> ? 
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‘ve will not only lose the golden opportunity of securing within the 
fertile vales of that section of the Territory, the five hundred thou- 
sand acres of land to which we will be entitled on becoming a State, 
but forever lose that portion of our Territory. face 
A movement is even now on foot to confine Oregon, to the west of 
the Cascade mountains, by forming a new Territory, embracing the 
upper Columbia ahd its tributaries; and it is our opinion that unless 
we very soon form a State goyernment, embracing that country within 
its limits, it will soon be possessed by heavy settlements, favorable to 
a separation, -which will result in the final dismemberment of this 
Territory; and it is hardly necessary to discuss before an intelli- 
t community, the many evils which would result from such a 
ismemberment. a 
The history of the insignificance and want of consideration of the 
small States of this Umon, are a sufficient admonition to us not 
to venture on go ruinous a policy. i 
The State of New York is a striking illustration of the importance 
. of large States. She is known and recognized by the title of the 
“Empire State. With her teeming population extending from. the 
ocean to thé great Jakes, and to the frontiers of Canada; with her 
wonderfully developed agricultural and commercial interests, con~ 
nected by railroad and telegraphs, these iron nerves which annihilate 
distance, bringing the extremities of that great community into one 
neighborhood, would she gain by a division of ber Territory? We 
believe that the citizens of that proud State would one and all, 
defend the integrity of her Territory; they know and feel it to be 
the secret of her respectability abroad and natural influence at home. 
And we believe, fellow-citizens, that if Oregon remains united and 
enters the Union with her present boundaries, a brilliant future 
is before her. Let her arise then, like the young Hercules, and shake 
off her swaddling clothes, for she may, if she will, at no distant day, 
beecome one of the best and most powerful States of the Union. 
Since the last election we have become involved in an Indian war; 
many of our citizens have been murdered by the savages and much 
valuable property destroyed. And for the prosecution of this war, 
our citizens have not only been obliged to take the field and repel and 
chastise the savage foe, but deliver up their property for the use 
of the volunteer army. ‘The amount of property thus furnished, and 
which will have to be furnished, in prosecuting the war, will not 
be less than about two milhons of dollars, which will be due our citi- 
zens, besides spoliation claims for property destroyed by the Indians. 
- This property, we believe, has been furnished in goad faith by our 
citizens, under the expectation that it would soon be paid for by tha. 
general government; and though we are confident that Congress, at 
its present session, will make some provision for adjusting these 
claims, still we fear that through a misunderstanding between the offi- 
cers of the regular army, and our territorial officers, added to the in- 
evitable delays attending all business in the. war departments at 
Washington, these claims will labor under peculiar embarrassments, 
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if the same are left in the manner usual in such cases, to the adjust- 
ment of the war department; and these fears are greatly strength- 
ened by the fact that information has reached us, that representations 
have been already forwarded by the officer in command of the regu- 
lar army on this coast, advising the war department that the servi. 
ces of ourcvolunteer force were uncalled for by the emergency; that 
the immense expenditures made by our citizens, were unnecessary 
for thé protection of the country and chastisement of the Indians. 

With embarrassments like these operating against the liquidation 
and final payment of these claims, we are fearful that great inconve- 
nience and perhaps losses will be suffered by many of our aitizens. 
We are also fearful that the scrip issued by the officers of the Terri- 
tory and volunteer army, will not be accepted and paid at its nominal 
value, unless the acts of the officers of the Territory_and volunteer 
army are recognized by direct act of Congress. We fear that if 
these claims are left to be adjusted. by officers of the regular army, 
they will be cut down and great injustice done to our citizens. 

And when we consider that all thetime devoted hy Congress to ter- 
Titorial business, is confined to one week in a session—for all the Ter- 
ritories—and the territorial business hurried off in the pressing 
crowd of business at Washington; that our delegate has no vote, and 
has to rely solely on his personal influence for obtaining appropriations 
for our benefit, and that we are wholly unrepresented in the Senate, 
it must be apparent to every reflecting mind, that were we now 
a State, represented in Congress by two senators and one represen- 
tative, with the power ta vote, and confer as well as ask appropria- 
tions, we might demand our rights and successfully combat the efforts 
which are now being made against us in the allowance and payment 
of these claims. i 

Should we now form a constitution and be represented as a sove- 
reign State, at the. next session of Congress, we are pursuaded 
it would greatly facilitate the payment of these claims, and we be- 
lieve we must look te that session of Congress for the principal 
oppropriations and proceedings affecting our interests:in this behalf. 
Other urgent reasons haye induced us to favor the immediate adop- 
tion of a State government. Prominent among these, is the fact: 
of the scarcity of appropriations heretofore received by us for the im- 
provement of our bays‘and harbors, for building light-houses on our 
coast, and for the aid and protection of our commerce. And it 
is a significant fact, that though the State of California, with a rep- 
resentation of two senators and two representatives in Congress, have 
now no less than nine light-houses, a custom-house of great splendor, 
costiag two hundred thousand dollars, while Oregon has not a light- 
house on her coast, her harbors are unimproved and unknown, except 
where discoveries have been pushed by individual enterprise, and our 
commerce is left unaided and unprotected by the general government ; 
and unless we avow and assert our rights, we shall be left in the eddy 
while the great current of national improvement moves · on. 

There is another question now agitating thenational mind, in which 
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we have a vital interest. It was predicted by wise statesman, 
as early as 1840, that a national railroad would at no very distant 
day, traverse the United States, connecting the Pacific coast with the 
Atlantic States, over whose iron track would roll the wealth of 
the Indies and of Asia, for our eastern marts or for western Europe. 

That scheme then thought visionary by many prudent men, 
now assumes a practicable form and the time of its accomplishment 
is fast approaching; and Oregon is deeply interested, not only 
in hastening this great enterprise, but in securing within our own 
limits, its western terminus, and it becomes us to be fully and strongly 
represented at Washington, to guard. our interests in this respect. 

Whuile-we remain a Territory, our influence with the general goy- 
ernment will be weak and almost powerless in the direction of matters 
of anational character. Abroad we are regarded as an infant colony, 
as it were, just budding into existence in the distant wilderness, and 
even now surrounded by hostile Indians, who almost threaten our 
very existence. Our history is unwritten and our wealth and 
strength generally unknown throughout the Union. 

And it is the opinion of this assembly, that the formation of a 
State government’ would call attention to our country, facilitate its 
settlement, and give an impulse to its commerce. 

It is urged by some that we are too young and weak to assume the 
expense of a State government, that it will lay heavy taxes on 
the people. But we think that a little examination of this subject 
will ‘dissipate this objection in the minds of those who have at heart 
the best interests of the country. We now have a population of 
fifty thousand, with more wealth than any other community of fifty 
thousand people, on the globe, There is no doubt of our ability 

to maintain a State government, and the only question is its expedi; ` 
ency, and we believe that economy is on the side of a State govern- 
ment. The interest on the two millions of property invested by our 
citizens, in the present Indian war, is two hundred thousand dollars 
annually. If the formation of a State government would hasten the 
payment of one-half of this sum one year, it would be geen that'the 
argument is vastly in favor of a State government. And we believe 
that if we were now fortified by the influence of a State, we could 
prooure without delay, the payment of these claims, and prevent the 
War scrip now on our hands, from being cut down and disallowed. by 
the war department. z 

We also urge that it becomes us as a free people, to declare our 
independence of this colonial existence, and assume the rights and 
dignity of freemen; to take part in the affairs of the Union; trying 
to preserve it in Its original purity, from the wild fanaticisms which 
now distract its peace and threaten its existence.

To the Honorable Legislative Assembly of Oregon Territory: 


Agreeably with the provisions of the act of the Legislative Assem- 
ply, passed January 30, 1854, the commissioners appointed by that 
act, to superintend the erection of a suitable monument’ over the 
grave of Samuel R. Thurston, would respectfully submit the following 
report: i 
Endeavoring to fulfil the duty imposed upon them, we, the com- 
missioners, decided to erect a monument made from stone found in 
this Territory, if any suitable for the purpose. This was done for the 
reason that with the amount of money set apart, by the act, for the 
purposes therein specified, it would be difficult to procure from 
the Atlantic States, a stone of a size which would satisfy the object 
desired. And again, upon consultation with the widow of the 
‘deceased, we learned that it was her desire that; if possible, the 
monument should be made of Oregon stone. Upon this, we procured 
specimens of stone from different quarries and-found that an article 
of a good quality could be obtained, provided that blocks of sufficient 
rize could be procured. ° < 

Proposals having been received from the firm of Roberts & Shar- 
tie, of Portland, which appeared satisfatcory as to terms, it was 
thought advisable that one of the commissioners should visit Port- 
land, and examine the work done by the said firm, and report 
whether they would be competent persons to whom might be entrusted 
the work of erecting a monument.” 

Accordingly, J. G. Wilson, one of the commissioners, visited the 
shop of Roberts & Shartle, and conferred with them, and examined 
the execution of several pieces of their work; and also examined a 
monument they were then preparing for a similar purpose, dnd whose 
size was corresponding with that we wished to place over the grave of 
the late Mr. Thurston. Mr. Wilson found that those men were com- 
petent to execute good work, and in pursuance of his report, an 
agreement was entered into by the commissioners and the firm 

. f Roberts & Shartle, designating as nearly as possible, the form, 
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size, and inscriptions of the said monument. This agreement was 
made upon the 6th of August, 1855, and after that Mr. Roberts was 
satisfied that a stone of good quality existed in Oregon. He had 
made, an examination of quarries near Portland, in Marion and 
in Polk counties. The stone selected was in the quarry in the San- 
tiam hills, near the residence of B. F. Harding. From external ap- 
pearances, we were confident that the stone would increase in the size 
of blocks as the quarry was opened. The stone is of a light grey 
color, and fractured in squares. Mr. Roberts procured tools and 
hands and proceeded to open the quarry. The result was that, con- 
trary to our expectations, what promised to be an excellent quarry, 
proved to be a vein of stone of no great extent, and too small 
in thickness, to furnish a block of sufficient size. We were reluc- 
tantly compelled to obandon that project, and having examined all 
the quarries of whose locality we could obtain a knowledge, found it 
impossible to procure a suitable material of stone in Oregon. As 
our agreement with Roberts & Shartle, had been based upon 
the supposition that stone of suitable kind could be had here, 
and that having failed us, we rescinded our agreement, and upon a 
bill of ‘specifications furnished us by Mr. Roberts, made a verbal 
agreement with him, a mmute of which was endorsed upon the 
bill, to procure a piece of Vermont marble, as soon as could be done. 

For dimensions and other information, your attention is directed to 
the copy of the bill of specifications hereto attached. The amount 
of. work is only stated therein by equivalents, as we deemed it best 
to await the arrival of the stone, before that we decided the peculiar 
form or amount of ornaments and inscription to be put thereon. We 
further desired to leave it an open matter, as we might, during the 
interval, select more suitable devices, and decide upon-a different form 
for the monument. You will observe that the specifications only de- 
scribe a monument extending from the base upon which the devices 
and inscriptions will be placed, and that the height is only ten feet 
and two inches. This contemplates a base made of stone obtained 
here, and of a height sufficient to make the monument between eleven 
and and twelve feet in height. ` ee 
We have been informed that orders were immediately forwarded for 
5 stone by Mr. Roberts, and doubtless, ere this, is on its Way 
ere. i j : i i 
Base of marble, 1 foot thick and 3 feet square, with O. G. pannel | 
2 inches deep and 6 inches broad; on top of which stands a pedestal 
20 inches square and 8 1-2 feet high, with carving as follows: On 
the front side, the national shield; on the right side an open book, 
and on the left, a scroll or equivalent carvings and inscriptions as may 
hereafter be selected. On this pedestal rests a cap 2 3-12 feet 
square by 8 inches thick, with heavy mouldings on the edge. Stand- 
ing on this is a column 16 inches in diameter and 5 feet ih.

Qn the subject of Indian Superintendent. 


To the Senate of the United States: 


Your memorialists; the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
Oregon, respectfully represent that Joel Palmer, the superintendent 
of Indian affairs for this Territory, has reserved for the use and oc- 
cupation of the various tribes of Indians in this Territory, all that 
portion of country situate in this Territory and described as follows, 
to-wit: Commencing at the mouth of a small river about midway 
between the mouths of the Umpqua and Siuslaw rivers; thence east, 
to the summit of the Coast mountains; thence north, to the west line 
of the eighth range of townships; thence along said line to a point 
due east of Cape Look Out; thence west to the Pacific ocean; 
thence along the coast to the place of beginning. That this regerve 
has been extended over the Tillamook valley, and over a portion of 
the Willemette valley, situate on the head waters of the Yamhill 
river, and known as the Grand Ronde country, and within the limits 
of the counties of Polk and Yamhill; and bordering, without any 
natural division, on one of the oldest and most thickly settled por- 
tions of the Willamette valley. 

Your memorialists further represent that this reserve embraces 
hearly all the coast of this Territory, between the mouths of the Co- 
jumbia and Umpqua rivers, and if the same is confirmed, will 
entirely cut off the inhabitants of the Territory, from the bays and 
inlets on our western border, depriving us of the enjoyment of many 
materiaLadvantages, both present and prospective. f 

This reserve is now in a condition to be settled without opposition 
from the native Indians within its limits, who are very few in number, 
and if let alone, so peaceably disposed as not materially to retard the 
safe and permanent settlement of ‘the country. 

This reserve bounds the Willamette on the west, for the distance 
of about one hundred miles, and though, for some portions of 
this distance, this reserve is separated from the Willamette valley by 
a range of mountains, yet there are already many passes through these 
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mountains to the coast, not more than fifteen or twenty miles distant 
from each other, through which hostile bands of Indians could easily 
pass, to plunder the settlements and escape into almost impenetrable 
mountain fastnessess. And should these various bands of Indians be 
located within this reserve, it will expose the whole line of settlements 
on the west side of the Willamette river, to constant annoyance, and 
in case of hostility, to savage barbarity; and indeed many of the In- 
dians proposed, to be located on that portion of this reserve within the 
Willamette valley, have already been engaged in open hostility with 
the United States, in the Rogue river war, and their present peace is 
of doubtful continuance. ae ie 

And your memorialists further represent that this reserve is much 
more valuable for agricultural and commercial purposes, than the re-. 
serves which they now occupy in their native countries, with which 
they are said to be contented. S d 

The bringing of these Indians upon this reserve, will be removin 
them from a comparative wild and useless country, upon a go 
country, upon the borders and even into the midst of some of the 
oldest and best settlements in this Territory, which your memorialists 
believe is contrary to the uniform practice of the general government, 
in such cages. = 

Your memorialists are not informed why the superintendent has 
made this extraordinary location of these Indians, so critically affect- 
ing the peace and safety of the country, but believe and so represent, 
that the same is impracticable and visionary; and that these Indians 
cannot be located on said reserve with any prospect of permanence 
and peace; and it is the opinion of your memorialists, that ver 
many of our present Indian difficulties have resulted from the fooli 
and visionary measures of the present superintendent. 

Wherefore your memorialists most earnestly pray that the said re- 
serve be not confirmed,and that the people of this Territory be relieved 
from the fearful evils which will inevitably flow from the final consum- 
mation of the plans of the superintendent, relative to this reserve; 
and as in duty bound, will ever pray.

Asking ‘Congress to make provision in the Land Office Department 
Joeri ang the issuing of patents, &c., to land claimants in 
regon. Ey 


To the Senate and House of Representatives a 

. : Of the United States of America: 

Your memorialists, the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
Oregon, represent that by an act of Congress, of the 27th Sept., 
1850, lands were donated, in limited quantities, to actual settlers in 
this Territory, after proof of residence and cultivation as therein 
prescribed, and provision made for the appointment of a Surveyor 
General, a part of whose duty, under said act, being to issue to set- 
tlers, upon the requisite proofs, certificates for patents for the lands 
so claimed and occupied. 

That by an amendment to said act of the 17th of July, 1854, the 
duties above named, with others which is not deemed necessary to de- 
tail here, were transferred to the office of the register and receiver, 
to be appointed under said amendment, and that in pursuance thereof, 
the land office was opened at Oregon City, on the 11th of Dec., 1854, 
since which date the business connected with the filing, recording and 
platting of notifications, receiving proofs, &c., has been performed at 
said office; wherein there are now filed about 7000 notices of dona- 
tion claims, with accompanying proofs; and that out of this number 
there are now nearly 3000 cases in which certificates are due, 
and that said number is constantly increasing; that by reason of the 
labor necessary in copying the notifications and proofs as ia ee by 
the original act alluded to, and other work necessary to be done pre- 
paratory to making the certificates and issuing the same, and 
the want of any provision in the amendatory act mentioned, or. any 
subsequent act, for clerical assistance in either of the land offices now 
existing in the Territory, few certificates have been, or can be issued 
to settlers entitled to them, thereby causing great delay in the final 
settlement of land titles, and the continuance of a state of uncer- 
tainty and insecurity relative to the same heretofore, and now felt to 
be extremely burtful to the best interests of the Territory. 
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Your memorialists further represent that the proofs, &c., now 
on file in the land offices, have been procured at a large expense, and 
it is believed in many cases, if destroyed, could not be replaced; and 
that their loss by fire, or otherwise, would be most calamitous to the 
welfare of the country, as well as ruinous to many individuals; and 
therefore, in view of these considerations, pray that such provisions 
may be made for clerk hire in the offices named, as will enable the offi- 
cers in charge thereof, to issue, without unnecessary delay, certif- 
icates to settlers entitled thereto; and as in duty bound, will ever 
pray.

Ofthe United States in Congress assembled: 


-Your memorialists, the, Legislative Assembly of the Territory 
of Oregon, would respectfully represent to your honorable body, that 
an amount of money is justly due and owing .to certain citizens 
of this Territory, for services rendered to the United States, in 
an expedition to punish the Weness or Snake tribe of Indians, for he 
outrageous and inhuman massacre of the Ward families and other 
emigrants, in the year 1854; which said expedition was conducted 
by a United States army officer, commanding at Fort Dalles, in thig 
Territory; and that services were called for by Major J. G. Rains, 
and, were, by his order, conducted for nearly two months in said ex- 
pedition, when those citizens who entered said service, were dis- 
charged by him, without having received any remuneration whatever. 

And your memorialists would further represent, that certain other 
citizens did furnish valuable property for the use and benefit of the 
said expedition; such as horses, saddles, gungs, &c.; and said prop- 
erty was used by and turned over to end kept, and still remains in 

ssession of the United States under control of the proper officers at 

ort Dalles; and that said citizens have not yet been paid for either 
services or property, as aboye described; and as the commander at 
that post has refused and still continues to refuse to pay the above 
named just demand, therefore, we, your petitioners, would respect: 
fully ask your honorable body to provide means and direct the pay- 
ment of such sums as shall be found justly due ; and in duty bound 
will ever pray.

Relative to the assumption of the indebtedness of the Provisional 
overnment of Oregon. 


To the Honorable, the Senate and House of Representatives 
Of the United States, in Congress assembled. 


Your memorialists, the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
Oregon, most respectfully represent that during the joint occupancy 
and jurisdiction of said „ by the United States and Great 
Britain, under and by virtue of the treaty of 1818, extensive settle- 
ments were effected by American citizens, on the Pacific coast. In 
February, 1841, a public meeting of the inhabitants of Willamette 
valley, was held for the purpose of taking steps to form a provisional 
‘overnment in Oregon, which resulted, after much opposition from the 
udson Bay Company, in an organization republican in its form and 
American in its character. ; ` 

The provisional government of Oregon, was defacto an American 

vernment; adopting at first the general laws of the State of New 
Vork, and subsequently those of the State of Iowa, as far as 
the same were applicable to the condition of this Territory. The 
hardy pioneers of American civilization and Empire, maintained, at 
their own expense, the standard of the Union, in a distant and dis- 
puted province. United by the treaty of 1846, and the organic act 
of this Territory, the exclusive jurisdiction of the United States, 
was extended gver Oregon, and they were relieved from the heavy 
burdens of a self imposed government. 

The people here were poor, haying exhausted their fortanes 
in reaching a country so distant, and consequently fell into debt, in 
the support of their government. ` 

THe United States, in her negotiations with Great Britain, concern- 
ing the national jurisdiction of Oregon, pleaded the potent argument 
of occupancy by American citizens, and a government here American 
in its character. But while the general government reaped the full 
advantages of the patriotic efforts of her citizens here to support her 
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flag, she never contributed, as in other Territories, to the main- 
tainance of her jurisdiction. . 

Your memorialists therefore most urgently present the debts 
of said provisional government, amounting in all to about fifteen thou- 
sand dollars, as a claim of the highest national equity, to be assumed 
by Congress, and as in duty bound will ever pray, &c.

Your memorialists, the Legislative Assembly of the Territory 
of Oregon, would respectfully urge upon your honorable body, 
the utmost importance and necessity of the establishment of a mili- . 

road from Oregon City, in Clackamas county, on the north side 
of Mount Hood, and south of the Columbia river, to the Dalles 
of the Columbia, in Wasco county, and herewith memorialize your 
hondrable body to grant an sppropriation of money to be applied to 
the surveying and construction of said road, 4s above specified, and 
herewith present a few reasons to justify said appropriation. 

1. That the Dalles, so called, in this Territory, is situated east 
of the Cascade mountains, where a military post is kept by the 
United States, at à great expente, on account of there not being any 
convenient or practicable road to said point from any other point o 
the Columbia or Willamette rivers. r 

2. That large and desirable tracts of arable lands have been re- 
omiy acquired from thé several tribes of Indians in that section of 
our Territory, in consequence of which dur country is now involved 
in a grievous war and requiring large amounts of supplies; Horses, 
cattle and wagons, for not only the citizens of this and Washington 


Territory, but for the use of the United States troops, who are now 


and will continue to be kept there; and that the Columbia river is in 
winter, frequently frozen over for a long time, rendering communica- 
tion with the lower Columbia, impossible only on foot; and that, in 
the opinion of your memorialists, the recent exammation, by author- 
ity of Congress, was not directed where a practicable road could be 
built, confined as it was to the north side of the Columbia river only ; 
and also, the location of a military road of four or five miles around 
the falls of the Columbia, will not be of but little benefit to either of

said Territories, or to the United States, as there will nat be any con- 
nection at either end, or indeed can any be made; while on the south 
side of the Columbia, a good road can be built which when so 
constructed, will be of incalculable benefit not only to the Territories 
of Oregon and Washington, but to the United States at large; and. 
hoping our prayer will be granted, will ever pray. ` 

3. That routes have already been examined; one immediately 
north of Mount Hood, by Capt. Granger, a United States officer, 
in A. D., 1850, and found practicable, making the distance some forty 
miles shorter than the present emigrant road, and less objectionable 
on account of deep snows, or immediately up the Columbia river, 
where a territorial road has lately been granted by this bedy.

Your memorialists would respectfully represent to your honorable 
body, that a respectable number of the citizens of the Territory_of 
Oregon, have and are settling east of the Cascade mountams, 
in Wasco county, organized at the Legislative Assembly, held in the 
session of 53 and 554; and that the citizens of said: county Buffer 
great inconvenience from not having a suitable mail serviae to 
snd. from that county, separated as it is by an almost impassable 
range of mountains, which, during the winter are covered with snow 
to s great depth, rendering communication almost impossible, except 
by water; and your petitioners would further state, that the mail 
service formerly to that county, was done at a time when but few per- 
sons were settled in that portion of our country, and that said ser- 
vice was done on the Columbia river, by means of a small boat 
or canoe, rendering it slow and uncertain, when at the same time, 
steamboats were making regular trips on said route, thereby takin 
nearly the entire mail matter by the quickest mode. We would 
therefore respectfully petition your honorable body to establish said 
mail service from Portland to the Dalles, by way of the Willamette 
and Columbia rivers, and in each week, to be carried by steamboat ; 
and in duty bound, we will every pray.

Of the Territorial Librarian; made January 3, 1856.

To the Honorable Legislative Assembly of Oregon Territory: 


In accordance with the law requiring the Librarian to report 
the condition of the library, &c., together with the expense incurred 
in taking care of the same, the undersigned begs leave to report as 
follows: That in accordance with the joint resolution passed by the 
Legislative Assembly, Dec. 17, I proceeded to have the library 
removed to the capitol, and arranged the same in the best manner 1 
could, for the Assembly. Many new, and some quite valuable 
works, which had come to hand only a few days previously, were duly 
arranged and catalogued. All the books, except the few. which had 
been drawn out for use, were destroyed with the capitol. 

The expenses incurred during the year haye been as follows :

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The committee of five, consisting of three on the part of the House 
and two on the part of the Council, appointed’ by a joint resolution 
of both Houses, heretofore passed, to examine and enquire into-the~ 
causes of the déstruction of the State House, by fire, beg leave 
to report that they proceeded by calling before them witnesses whose 
testimony was deemed of importance, and reduced the same to wri- 
ting, as follows, to-wit: re 
f Fases F. EanrTh, being duly sworn, says: I reside near Corval- 
lis, in Linn county; am door-keeper of the Council. I had charge 
of the State House most of the time during the revess of the Assem- 
bly, when the State House was burnt; I was in and; about the public 
buildings during the day preceding the fire. In the morning U built 
a fire in the stove of the Council chamber, and in one of the stoves 
of the Hall of Representatives—the one on the south'side. About 
noon the Hibrarian came there and requested me to build a fire in the 
library room, which I did, also one in the other stove in the Hall of 
Representatives, as it was very cold. I kept up good fires in the last 
two mentioned, until 2 o’clock ; the fire in stove on south side of ‘Hall 
of Representatives was out at noon, and not afterwards renewed. 
The fire in the Council chamber stove was kept up until nearly sun- 
down; there was no wood put in at that time, but the stove was 
warm until nearly dusk. None of the stoves I think were overheated 
at any time during the day. I was away to get my dinner at noon, 
but there were two'men at work in the library while I was gone. 1 
left the building just before dusk and lecked up the chambers and the 
doors below, except the south door below; I had no key to lock that. 
All that were there before I left, who were accustomed to visit the 
building in the evening, said that they should not be there that even- 
ing, and went away before I left. I think I was the last person be- 
longing to the Legislative Assembly, who was there that evening; it 
was Saturday night, December 29. When I left T examined the 
stoves—all coer the one in the library—they were all cold; except 
in the Council chamber, which was warm, with a slight fire burning. 
T aloded thé doors and locked them carefully. T boarded at Dr. 
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Wilson’s, near the State House. Did not know of the State House 
being burnt until about half past 2 o’clock, the next morning, when 
Dr. W. waked me up and informed me of the fact and asked me if 
any person had been sleeping in the State House; he said it had 
burnt down. I got up and dressed and went out; found the building 
entirely burnt down, except fragments of the posts. The persons in 
the library, left about half past two, and I did not make any fire 


there after they left.

Mr. F. S. Hoyr, Territorial Librarian, having been called 
and duly sworn, stated that—“ On Saturday, the 29th day of Dec., 
I was employed most of the day in completing the arrangements of 
the library, placing books in due order for the convenient use of the 
Legislative Assembly, in accordance with a resolution passed by that 

Ys Dec. 17. IL. was assisted in this work of arranging books, by 
Mr. Gordon, and also employed Mr. Henry Jewett, fo assist in clean. 
ing room and in other labor necessary to be done, The labor of 
cleaning room, putting down the carpet, suspending maps upon 
the walls, arranging ad making out a catalogue of new books, fixing 
places to preserves files of newspapers, &c., occupied us until about 
3 o’clock, P. m. a oe. 

Before leaving I let the little fire there had been in the stove, go 
down; had put in no wood for some time before leaving, and, as the 
stove was very small, only a little could be put in at any one time, 
When I left the likrary, I gave it in charge to Mr. Earle, door-keeper, 
and returned home in company with Mr, Gordon. Mr. Phelps, en- 
rolling clerk of the Council, was there, also, when. I Jefte Durin 
the day I had occasion, in removing the boxes which had heen ied 
in transporting the books, to go several times into the unfinished por- 
tion of the second story; went, I believe, eight times, to carry these 
boxes placed in the northern part. There was no lumber stowed there 
and the floor was comparatively free from rubbish and dirt; indeed 
quite so, considering that that part of the building wag unfinished 


and unoccupied; should think the dirt of the. hall had heen, swept 
there once, perhaps. The boxes containing, glass were in the-south 
part opposite the door of the Council chamber. There was some 
ay in those boxes, which might easily have been: taken out, No 
boxes or buckets of ashes wera in that part of the building; noticed 
that part attentively, thinking it was much better adapted to library 
purposes than the part which was appropriated for that purpose; 
certainly should have seen anything if there, from which aoci ental 
conflagration could ensue. It was about noon that I carried the boxes 
before mentioned. I went into the rooms where the fires were kept

\fter tes, N went to find Mr. Ferguson, to get him to pat 8. ie 
on. che, door of the library rm ; in going, passed by the capital 
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saw no:light; it was about dusk. At half past ten, left Mr. Gor- 
don’s house, situated to the north-west of the capitol site; passed 
along the road which leads by the west end, and then by the south 
side, to thé Institute gate. When in a position to command a fair 
view of the north side, and west front, I noticed the building partic- 
ularly ; also, on the south side, and saw no lights. I was led 
to notice in order to know if any persons were in the building, 
and whether the books of the library would be likely to remain undis- 
turbed until the lock could be put on, Monday morning; thought if 
no persons were remaining there, 1 should not have to ré-arrange any 
ok the books until the Legislature re-assembled.

Harvey Gorpon, being first duly sworn, says that On Saturday 
the 29th day of December, 1855, I assisted Mr. Hoyt, the Librariau 
of the Territory, in labeling the books and hanging the maps in the 
library room at the State House, lately burned. I was well ac- 
quainted with the structure of the building. There was a ball 
or grand passage way running through the body of the building 
north and south, above and below; the hall was near twenty feet wide; 
on the east of this the building was unfinished ; had in it no flues or 
other thing which would originate fire; there was a quantity of. fin- 
ishing cedar sawed lathing. In the west end below, was the Halt of 
Representatives, and above the Council chamber and library room. 
There were two stoves in the Hall of Representatives, each having a 
pipe passing directly up through the floor above; one into the Council 
chamber on the south end, and thë other into the library room, on the 
north, These pipes or flues passed through thimbles of tin made 
apparently double with ventilated chambers, so that, in my qndgment, 
the pipes might have been heated red: hot without endangering 
the building by fire. I think these flues were as well protected as 
they could be. The stove pipes from the rooms in the second story 
passed into brick chimneys which conducted the smoke out of the 
roof, are perfectly safe. ; - ` 

T left the building that day about 4 o’clock, P. w» During the tithe 
F was there, we had no unusual fires in the stoves, and when I left, 
the fires in both sides of the building were low; nearly but.

PHIL CALLENDER, being first duly sworn, says: Tams’ mém- 
ber of the House of Representatives, from Clatsop county. On Sat- 


- ‘urday, the 29th day of Dec., 1855, J went to the State House, in the 


afternoon, when the sun was about half sn hour high; passed through 
the Hall of Representatives, and went up into theclibrary. Tpasged 
one of the stoves; the Hall was cold, and judging from appearances 
there was no’ fire in either of the stoves. I spent some twenty min- 
utes in examining the books, when my hands got quite cold; I went 
to the stove and the flue from the lower stove, to see if I could warm 
my hands, so as to continue my examination of the books, but found 
both cold. At that. time, Mr. "Beale, chief clerk of- the Counpil, 
came in and stopped à moment. I inquired of him if there was any 
fire in the Council chamber, sò that one could get warm there. He 
said the fire was down there, and he was going to leave on that account. 
He said he. would go below and wait for me in the lower Hall. 
I spent some ten minutes or more, in selecting a couple of books, then 
passed down the stairs and looked into the Representative Hall; saw 
no one there; passed out of the south door and left the building; it 
was then sun down. I think, as I passed out of the south door, I 
saw the door-keeper of the Council coming round the south-east cor- 
ner of the House towards the door. ee a i 
l : P. CALLENDER, 
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Wm. H. Witson: I reside in Salem, near where the State House 
stood. My residence is about sixty rods from the ruins of the build- 
ing, in a north-easterly direction. . 
At about half past one o’clack, Sunday morning, Dec. 30, 185571 
was alarmed by the apparance of a strange light, which shone into 
my bed chamber window, from the out side, in the direction of. the 
State House. I sprang to the window and discovered the State House 
on fire: I noted the time by my clock, then went the second time to 
the window to see how the fire appeared before going out; it was half 
past one. The fire was perceivable ot the two windows on the 
north side, near the east end. The fire had evidently not been 
at work but a short time on the out side when I sew it, as the boards 
nailed up to close the unglazed windows, had not yet been charred ; 
the flames which were bursting out of these windows were not, more 
than two or three feet long when I first saw them. The color of the 
flames was yellow, like that caused by the burning of: turpentine. 
After noting the appearance of the fire, I then ran to the door and 
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cricd—jiref firef as loud as I could. At that time I saw no 
appearance of fire at any other of the windows on the north side and 
on the east-end; the two windows of the library room, on the north 
side, were dark. I went and dressed and ram toward the burning 
building. As I was stepping out througkmy gate, I saw that the fire 
was breaking out through the frieze over the two windows; then 
it madè its way rapidly through the roof of the north-east corner 
thence rapidly over the roof to the south. The night was still, but 
what air there was stirring, was from the north-east, and the 
fire spread to the south-west. When I arrived at the building, 


I passed round to the south Side; there the building was generally in 


flames. While I stood there the windows in the Council chamber, 
which were darkened by smoke, began to redden and the glass began 
to drop out, and soon the whole was in flames. From the time I first 
discovered the fire, it was about one hour when the whole building. 
was in ruins; not a stick standing. f À 
The north-east corner was entirely burnt out to the naked frame, 
before the other portions of the building mentioned had been demol- 
ished by the flames. There were two windows of the Hall of Rep- 
resentatives, on the north side of the building and in sight of my 
house; at ‘the time of the breaking out of the fire, these windows 
were also dark. All the rooms finished and occupied by the Legis- 
lative Assembly, were on the west end of the building, and lighted‘ 
partly by side windows on the north and south. , 

Mr. Earle, the door-keeper of the Council, boarded at my house. 
He came in about half past five, P. m., and said that he was not go- 
ing back to the State House that night; said all the gentlemen Who 
usually stayed there to write, had gone away-and would not return 
that night. He stayed at my fire side until bed time and retired to 
his lodgings. After the building had been burnt, I went to his room 
and found him still asleep in his bed.

Lovis Westacort, being duly sworn, says: I reside in Salem, 
about eighty rods from the ruins of the State House, in a north- 
westerly direction. My bed room is in the south-east corner of 
my house, so that my bed room window leoked out on to the State 


House, when standing. About half past one, by my clock, on the 


1 the 30th of Dec., 1855, I had just retired to rest, after 

having been up with a sick child, and was yet awake when I saw a 

bright light coming into my window, between the curtain and the wall. 
J got up and looked out of the window and saw the flames bursting 
through the north-east corner of the State House; the flames were 
bursting through between the boards nailed up at the windows, near 
the north-east corner; they weré bursting out three or four feet long - 
when J first saw them; I immediately gave the alarm. All the 


West windows and those on the north side, which hght the rooms oc- 
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cupied by the assembly, were in view of my house. I did not sce 
any light in any of them when I first saw the fire. I put on my clothes 
and went out, when all the upper part of the building, including the 
roof, was in a blaze. When I got within 75 or 100 yards of the 
building the flames were just bursting through the doors of the Hall 
of Representatives, on the lower floor, in the west ond. The south 
side was the last burnt. I did not notice any lights in the building 
in the evening previous. After the building was burnt down, I came- 
home, and found, by my clock, that I had been gone about one hour,

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MEMORIAL 


Asking Congress to asd ke czpenses of the existing Indian war. 


To the Honorable, the Senate and House of Representatives 
Of the United States in Congress assembled: 


Your memorialists, the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
Oregon, respectfully represent that for many years the relation. 
between the white settlers and natives in Oregon, have not been of a 
peaceful character, although treaties have been often made-with the 
Indians here, these treaties have been as often broken. When our 
people have believed themselves the most secure in their homes, and 
the most free from danger in their migrations, they have been beset ` 
and murdered by the stealthy savage, or overwhelmed and slaugh- 
tered by the more open and ruthless hdrdes. f ; 

In southern Oregon, since the treaty of the 10th Sept., 1853, out- 
lawed bands of Indians have continually hovered on the borders 
of the settlements and near unprotected trails and roads, cutting off 
trains of mules and wagons, loaded with the goods of our merchants 
and the produce of our farmers. From time to time, our citizens 
have found it necessary to muster together and drive these robbers 
and murderers from the settlements, but only to be followed back, ere 
the dust had settled upon their line of march. 

Early in October last, nearly all of the young warriors of the 
tribes heretofore friendly with the whites in that part of our Terri- 
tory, withdrew to the mountains, and with the collected strength of 
many scattered tribes, suddenly, without provocation, fell. upon 
the dwellings of the inhabitants, and indiscriminately butchered 
whole families, pillaged and burnt farm houses and graneries, so that 
for sixty miles south of the Umpqua mountains, in the midst of the 
settled portions of our Territory, not a home was spared; the whole 
was made one blank desolation. From the Rogue river valley, hos- 
tilities extended in a rapid succession of untold cruelties and savage 
barbarities, into tho Umpqua valley north and northward to the 
coast. At the same time, on the northern, frontiers, five power- 
ful and war-like tribes, numbering no less. than four thousand 
Warriors declared for war. :

Although these tribes had, within a few weeks from the opening of 
hostifgies, entered into solemn treaties of peace and land purchase, 
with The pee of tho United States, and received in part their pay; 
they killed an Indian agent and defeated and drove the United States 
troops, sent among them to enforce those treaties. They attacked one 
settlement in the valley of Walla Walla, dgstroyed the property and 
menaced the lives of the settlers, who, to the number of more than 
one hundred and fifty, retreated to the Dalles of the Columbia, for 
safety. In the mean time, Indian hostilities became general, through- 
out middle and western Oregon and Washington Territories, and in 
the northern portion of California. 7 

The forces of the United States, on this coast, being inadequate to 


the exigencies of the moment, Maj. Rains, in command of the Puget 


‘Sound and Columbia river Districts, called for volunteer assistance 
from Oregon and Washington Territories, which call was promptly 
responded to by both Territories. z . 
The Governor of Oregon called out two regiments of mounted vol- 
unteers, one to operated in the north and one in the south, amounting 
to neurly two thousand men. They were promptly mustered into the 
service of the Territory, and co-operate with the regular forces en“ 
deavoring to quell the hostile outbreaks and to restore peace withi 
our borders. They took the field on the eve of winter, in many cases 
illy clad, and wholly without tents. They have crossed mountains 
covered with snows, traversed plains, penetrated dense forests and - 
deep thickets, seeking and conquering the enemy. They have driven 
the tribes of, the south into the mountain fastnesses, the Yakimas ahd. 
Klickitats to their winter retreats, the Walla Wallas and Snakes from 
their country, while much of the cnemy’s field is not yet approached. 
The service rendered by our volunteers, in dead of winter, while 
the regular forces have been in garrison, are deemed of the greatest- 
importance to the protection of the country; and their continuance 
in, the field until relieved by regular troops, will be found necessary; 
to follow up the successes which they have achieved. 8 
In conducting this war of self- preservation, the people of Oregon: 
have labored under numerous and almost insurmountable embarrassa 
ments, nevertheless, every obstacle has been overcome and important 
9 have crowned the movements of our citizen soldiery every : 
where. x 5 - 
Therefore, your memorialists most urgently.ask Congress to recog- 
nize this war as of. national importance, and provide for its prosecu- 
tion to a speedy and successful termination; and your. memorialists.: 
further urge, that Congress assume the expenses of the Territory, iw 
conducting this war, which has, thus far, been a successful, struggle 
of the citizens of Oregon, against the combined forces of. nearly all, 
the savage tribes west of the Rocky mountams; and as in duty:

To the President of the United States: 


Four memorialists, the undersigned democratic’ members of the 
Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Oregon, most respectfully 
represent that by the act of congress creating the office of Surveyor 
General of the public lands in Oregon, and to provide for the survey 
and-to make donations to settlers of said public lands, approved 
September 27, 1850, a public trust was created, the due execution of 
which is of vast importance to the citizens of said Territory; that 
the powers conferred by said act are extraordinary; that the inter- 
ests intended to be secured by the same, have caused the immigration 
to, this distant portion of our Union, of nine-tenths of our permanent 
Pöpulation, and that the entire fortunes of many are dependent upon 
a Just and faithful exercise of the official duties of our Surveyor 
General. ý ar i” 
+- Under the administration of Millard Fillmore, Oregon had a Sur- 
veyor General who was young, vigorous, and competent and an active 
political partizan, but against whom the democracy of the Territory 
preferred the serious charge of extortion in office, in demanding fees 
for services in the ordinary discharge of his duty, for the performanos 
of which he was paid a liberal salary by the general government. He 
accumulated 1 1 sums of money illegally received from the hard 
earnings of our fellow-citizens:; The people of Oregon, hoping for a 
correction of this and-other kindred abuses in our federal offices, took 
a deep interest in the election which resulted’ in placing the present 
administration in power, and they rejoiced when it was announced in 
thé inaugural address of the chief executive, that “offices can be prop- 
erly regarded only in the light of aids for the accomplishment of the 
public good, and as occupancy can confer no prerogative, nor impor- 
tunate desire for preferment any claim, the public interest impers- 
‘tively demands that they be considered with sole reference to the du- 
ties to be performed. Good citizens may well claim the protection of 

laws, but a claim for office is what the people of a republic 
should never récognize. No reasonable man of any political party, 
will expdct the administration to be so regardless of its vospone tility 
and of m a elements of success, as to retain persons known to

be under the influence of political hostility and partisan prejudice, in 
positions which will require not only severe labor, but cordial

kinds of land-office business, but at double the rates charged when in 
office. In the mean time our present Surveyor General, refusing 
to make the illegal extra charge of fees, refused also to do the proper 
duties of his office, and persisted in so refusing until, on complaint of

I arrived here on the Sth inst., and a short time after my arrival, 
a few men from Grave Creek came in and reported the murder of sev- 
eral families in that vicinity, burning houses, &c., and would in all - 
probability be in Cow Creek valley that night. We at once made 
all possible arrangements to defend the women and children here. 
The house of Mr. Turner having been selected, the women and little 
ones were ne in.

On the morning of the tenth, 
several men from Jump Off Jo creek, between this and Grave creek, 
arrived, who more than confirm the reports.of yesterday, stating that 
every family from Grave creek to Rogue river had been murdered 
and every thing destroyed at 10 A. m. A miner from the diggings 
on Grave creek, ten miles below the usual crossing from this 9 Jes — 
sonvalle, came in, reporting himself to be the only survivor of the 
whole mining company with whom he was engaged, they having been

,  Bttdcked.by's large party of Indians. He also states, that it is his 
belief that every miner on the creek has been murdered. In the af- 
| ternoon of the same day, another man arrived who resides on Jump 
lt Jo, and stated it was his belief that every person from this place 
+o Rogue River had heen murdered, this being the last news from 
| that directign—all communication having been cut off (beyond Grave 
creek) for twenty-four hours. In the afternoon of this day a com- 
pany of volunteers were fully organized, and elected J. S. Rinearsoi 
captain, W. P. Wing first lieutenant, Isaac N. Bentley second lieu- 
tenant, R. W. Henry third lieutenant, This company now numbers 
thirty-two volunteers, and those better acquainted here than myself 
: assure me that we will double that number by one o’clock to-day, 

when I will proceed south to know the worst, leaving à sufficient

|} Sm —I regret that I am under the necessity of informing you of 
the existence of another Indian war in this portion of Oregon. s 

In this connection, however, I deem it proper to state, that early 
in the month of May last, the Indians infesting this section of coun- 
try, began to exhibit symptoms of hostility towards its citizens ; and 
since that time, hardly a week has passed that has not brought the 
tidings of the massacre of some of the citizens of this, or the adjoin- 
ing county of Siskiyou, California. 

Men, women and children, bave alike fallen victims to savage 
cruelty and barbarity. Houses have been burned ; stock killed or 
driven to the mountains; and an almost incalculable amount of other 
kinds of property destroyed. Up to the day of the commencesient of à 
defensive war on the part of the citizens here, upwards of twenty cit- 
izens have been treacherously murdered. Since then, as many more 

- (including men, women and children) have ales fallen by the Hund of 
this invetetate foe. _ j etd 

Therefore, in view of the existing circumstances, and by request 
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of the citizens of this regimental distriet, I have deemed it advisable 
to muster into service four or more companies of mounted: men for 
the term of three months. Two companies are already in the field; 
‘and are rendering effectual service. M ajor Fitzgerald, L. S. A., 
with a detachment of dragoons, is also in the field. The major 
proves an excellent officer, and is thoroughly acquainted With Indian , 
service requiaite pre-eminently useful in the present emergency. 
I am greatly in want arms and ammunition.

We would further represent, that the prescribed duties of said 
commissioner will require him to visit the various portions of the 
territory, and to employ the services of a clerk. e would, there- 
fore, respectfully pray Congress to provide by law for the recogni- 
tion of said officer, and a reasonable compensation for his services 

We would further represent, that said commissioner undertakes 
the discharge of his duties witheut other than his own private funds.
